UNIOX  OF  FXBSBTTXKIANS. 

TAe  Chrutian  Heradd  and  The  Presbyter  of 
Cincinnati,  have  been  discussing  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  reunion  of  the  Old  and  New 
School  Presby  terian  Churches.  Th  e  Herald 
insists  that  the  first  step  towards  reunion 
must  be  tbp  repealing  of  the  Exscinding 
Acts,  It  says:  “Portions  of  our  Chnreh 
were  exscinded.  Of  course  they  cannot  re¬ 
turn  until  the  exscinding  acts  are  repealed. 
The  matter,  therefore,  seems  to  us  very  sim¬ 
ple.  Let  those  of  our  Old  School  brethren 
who  are  in  favor  of  reunion  move  in  their 
Assembly  for  the  repeal  of  that  action 
which  led  to  the  division  in  1837-8.  If  they 
are  Buoocssful  in  that  movement,  the  nego¬ 
tiation  will  not  be  tedious  or  difficult.  Un¬ 
til  that  is  done,  the  door  remains  shut  in 
our  faces,  and  it  is  useless  to  open  the  win¬ 
dow  and  invite  os  to  climb  m.” 

The  Presbyter,  on  the  other  hand,  replies: 
“  The  only  basis  of  reunion  u  to  let  bygones 
be  bygones,  and  come  together  upon  the 
Constitution  as  it  is  and  as  it  was.  .  .  . 
While  men  say  that  the  New  School  are 
ready  for  union  when  we  are  ready  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  our  errors,  and  thus  to  agree! 
that  they  were  right,  they  say  what  they 
know  is  not  adapted  to  secure  union,  and 
they  betray  a  disposition  to  hinder  it  upon 
the  only  terms  upon  which  it  is  possible.” 

The  Presbyter,  however,  sees  much  in  the 
present  attitude  of  the  two  bodies  which 
encourages  the  hope  that  union  is  desired 
by  the  masses  of  the  Churches,  and  that 
Providence  is  favoring  such  a  result  ‘  ‘  The 
action  of  the  Old  and  New  School  Assem¬ 
blies  of  1862  and  1863,  with  other  signs  of 
the  times,  do,  however,  now  plainly  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  great  heart  of  each  branch  of 
the  Church  is  for  reunion,  and  that  it  only 
requires  the  disouesion  of  the  question  be¬ 
fore  the  whole  people  to  secure  the  consum¬ 
mation.

Messrs,  Editors: — Having  received  leave 
of  absence  from  my  Ohuroh  to  labor  ai 
Chaplain  of  a  regiment  in  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  I  arrived  in  Washington  on  Sat¬ 
urday  last,  anxious  to  be  at  work.  But  I 
found  that,  by  the  recent  advance  across  the 
Rapidaa,  communication  had  been  destroy¬ 
ed  and  no  pass  or  transportation  to  the  army 
ooold  be  obtained.  We  learn  to-day,  that 
since  the  army  is  back  again  in  its  old  posi¬ 
tion,  the  many  who  are  waiting  to  join  their 
comrades  in  the  field,  will  be  forwarded  at 
once.  Daring  this  week  of  leisure  two 
matters  of  publio  interest  have  oome  under 
my  notice.

The  approach  of  the  Holidays  brings  with 
it,  as  usual,  a  fioo<l  of  well  printed  and  rich¬ 
ly  bound  volumes,  suitable  for  Christmas 
presents.  This  is  the  time  when  book-stores 
are  thronged.  Our  readers  will  find  their 
way  to  many  favorite  haunts.  We  have 
kept  them  well  informed  from  year  to  year, 
of  the  good  places,  so  that  they  already 
know  where  to  go  to  find  choice  things. 
For  the  present  year  they  will  need  bat  a 
few  hints  from  ns  as  to  the  latest  issues  of 
tho  Press  to  aid  them  in  their  selection. 

To  keep  a  certain  order  in  onr  brief 
notices,  we  will  begin  at  onr  office  down 
town,  and  invito  onr  readers  to  walk  up 
Broadway  with  os,  looking  in  at  half-a-dozen 
book-stores  os  wo  pass  along.  We  stop  first 
at  Sheldoh  k  Oa’s,  on  the  corner  of  Worth 
street,  where  we  pass  a  delightful  hour. 
Here  we  find  a  very  large  assortment  of 
books.  Among  their  issues  are  many  works 
of  standard  valne,  such  aa  Olshanaen’s  Com¬ 
mentary  in  six  octavo  volumes,  Maoau’my’s 
Reviews  in  six  volnmes,  and  Milman’s  His¬ 
tory  of  Latin  Christianity  in  eight.  They 
publish  that  exquisite  edition  of  Dickens’s 
Works  in  forty-six  volumes  of  which  we 
have  spoken  so  often.  Also  a  large  assort- 


;  for  the  people  now  not 
only  desire  but  demand  that  freedom  be 
granted,  as  a  God-given  right,  to  every 
human  being  within  reach  of  the  power 
that  emanates  from  this  place.  Suitable  also 
to  the  time — ono  of  the  crowning  national 
acts  of  the  memorable  year  1863.  The 
opening  of  that  year  found  ns  for  tho  first 
time  a  nation  of  freemen,  made  so  by  the 
proper  executive  act.  Daring  its  lapse  also, 
many  thousands  have  tasted  the  bliss  of 
knowing  that  their  chains  are  gone,  and 
that  they  may  call  themselves  men.  How 
fitting  that  a  year  with  snob  a  beginning 
and  progress  shoold,  at  its  close,  see  the 
emblem  of  Liberty  raised  in  such  a  promin¬ 
ent  place,  as  an  exponent  of  the  Nation’s  de¬ 
sire  and  of  a  national  fact. 

On  Thursday,  Deo.  Sd,  the  sobool-hoose 
and  ohapel  of  Freedmen’s  village,  on  Ar¬ 
lington  Heights,  Ya.,  were  dedicated.  The 
occasion  drew  together  a  large  number  of 
the  prominent  men  of  Washington.  The 
military  were  represented  by  Generals 
Heintzclman  aud  Abercrombie ;  the  Civil 
Power  by  L.  K  Chittenden,  register  of  the 
Treasury,  Hon.  Messrs.  Briggs  of  New 
York,  and  Gonoh  of  Massaohusetta ;  and 
tlie  clergy  by  Rov.  D.  D.  Nichols,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Contrabands ;  Rev.  Messrs. 
Itockwood  and  Kemp  of  the  American  Tract 
Society,  New  York  ;  and  a  number  of  Chap¬ 
lains  and  Members  of  the  Christian  Com¬ 
mission. 

The  history  of  the  enterprise  is  this: 
A  heme  for  Contrabands  was  first  opened, 
by  the  Government  at  Duff  Green  Row. 
It  was  afterwards  removed  to  McClellan 
Barracks,  since  called  Camp  Barker.  Here, 
owing  to  the  poor  accommodations,  disease 
and  death  rapidly  did  their  work.  The 
camp  was  removed  to  Arlington  on  the  17th 
of  last  May,  and  was  commenced  with  200 
persons.  It  now  nnmbers  1,040.  Its  present 
location  is  beantifnl  and  healthy.  Daring 
the  mouth  of  October  only  eight  adnlta 
died ;  and  in  November  the  number  waa 
still  less. 

The  Village  is  on  the  estate  of  the  rebel 
General  Lee,  to  whom  it  has  oome  down 
through  tho  Washington  family.  It  is  reg¬ 
ularly  laid  oat  in  streets  and  contains  a 
ohapel  seventy  by  thirty  feet,  and  a  school- 
honse — both  erected  by  the  American  Traot 
Society,  New  York,  and  controlled  by  their 
agents— also  a  large  bnilding  for  the  infirm, 
seventy-two  feet  in  length  by  thirty  feet  in 
width,  and  two  stories  high.  The  private 
booses  aro  eich  divided  into  four  separate 
apartments.  Every  family  has  a  homo  of 
its  own. 

The  dedicatory  -exercises  were  hold  in  tho 
chapel.  Pf.iytr  was  made  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Rock  wood  ;  and  addresscH  by  Messrs.  Chit¬ 
tenden,  Briggs,  Rookwo<jd,  and  Gouen.  A 
choir  of  fuitty  colored  oUildren  gave  ns 
those  fttruili.’jr  pieces,  which  have  pleased  ns 
often,  hilt  never  more  than  on  this  occasion 
— “  Happy  Grv.etiLg,”  “  Marohiug  Along,” 
“Rally  Koand  the  Flag,”  and  “  Amcriea.” 

Thus  was  fairly  inaugurated  an  entorprise

stimulation  from  the  wine-cup.  This  was 
fifty  years  ago  ;  before  the  temperance  re¬ 
form  hod  taught  such  os  him  their  peril 
His  ally  overmastered  him ;  but  God 
brought  this  excellent 'man  to  repentance 
and  reformation  before  his  lamented  death. 

Should  alcoholio  drinks  be  never  used 
medicinally?  Our  answer  is  that  when  so 
used  a  man  had  beat  never  be  his  own  phy- 
;  sician.  His  tea-spoo%  is  apt  to  grow  into  a 
table-spoon ;  his  wine-glass  grows  insensi¬ 
bly  into  a  tumbler,  and  then  into  a  brim¬ 
ming  goblet  which  “  biteth  at  the  last  like 
a  serpent  and  stingeth  like  an  adder.”  A 
wise  physician  may  sometimes  use  alcohol 
to  save  life,  just  as  he  might  use  opium  ; 
but  I  doubt  if  a  wise  physician  should  ever 
use  it  when  any  other  remedy  wiU  answer 
the  purpose.  How  can  he  know  that  he  is 
not  feeding  a  latent  appetite  for  drink,  or 
creating  an  appetite  that  will  yet  destroy 
his  patient?  One  of  the  most  eminent 
civilians  of  America  whom  the  bottle  has 
destroyed,  foil  into  intemperance  under 
medical  prescription.  Ho  bad  been  an  ab¬ 
stainer  until  middle  life;  ha  was  then  re¬ 
commended  to  use  wine  as  a  daily  tonic 
after  recovery  from  a  weakening  disease ; 
his  ally  became  hia  conqueror ;  Lord  Ma¬ 
caulay  indicates  the  secret  of  the  younger 
Pitt’s  cn.davcment  to  the  bottle  by  telling 
as  that  Port  wine  was  freely  administered 
to  him  in  early  youth  as  a  medioine.  Had 
Lord  Maoanlay  written  in  onr  conntry 
he  might  have  added  that  nearly  all  our 
popular  vinons  drinks  are  adulterated  with 
the  most  deleterious  drags.  Pure  wine  is 
scarcer  yet  than  “pure  religion.”  Tba 


to  this  disenssion,  says :  “  The  past  legisla-  ] 
tion  of  both  Churches  wiU  have  to  stand,  if 
they  onite.  It  is  not  desirable  or  proper 
that  it  should  be  changed.  If  views  and 
feelings  have  been  altered,  then  let  the 
present  state  of  things  be  made  the  basis  of

But  we  must  say  that  tho  disons  -ions  which 
are  springing  up,  do  not,  in  our  opinion, 
give  promise  of  an  early  junction  of  the  two 
bodies.” 

To  the  above,  some  (though  we  think  but 
few)  would  adil,  as  a  bar  to  union,  that 
“doctrinal  differences”  still  exist  which 
would  interfere  with  the  harmony  of  the  two 
bodies  ;  and  others  still,  that  tho  position 
of  some  of  the  Old  School  Presbyteries  is 
not  quite  satisfactory  on  the  “  peculiar  in-

The  qoestioii  of  improving  the  condition 
of  the  poor  brings  np  with  it  many  collateral 
qaeatioBs.  Some  of  the  profonndest  prob¬ 
lems  of  social  soienoe  present  themselves  for 
solation,  and  task  the  ingenuity  and  sagaci¬ 
ty  of  the  most  thonghtfol  minds.  All  of 
these  are  more  or  less  connected  with  the 
best  msthods  of  extending  relief  to  the  in¬ 
digent.  As  nansl  some  of  these  are  discos- 
■ed  in  Hre  Twentieth  Annnal  Report  of  the 
Society  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor  of  this  City. 

It  is  now  generally  conceded  that  indis- 
criminate  charity  bestowed  npon  street  ap¬ 
plicants,  or  those  who  apply  tc^  aid  from 
honac  to  house,  is  unwise  and  inadvisable. 
It  eneoaragee  vagrant  mendicancy,  and 
rarely  snpplies  the  relief  which  is  really  de¬ 
manded,  while  it  fails  ntterly  to  meet  the 
case,  of  hondreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  the 
xaoei  deserving,  who  shrink  from  giving 
pfiUioity  to  their  need.  The  system  adop¬ 
ted  by  this  Society  may  not  be  perfect,  bat 
we  beliere  that  it  approximates — more  than 
any  other  system  yet  adopted — to  the  real 
demands  of  the  social  problem.  The  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  poor  needs  to  be  investigated, 
and  that  too  by  those  who  will  take  a  per¬ 
sonal  and  charitable  interest  in  the  matter. 
The  plan  of  the  Society  enablee  the  charita¬

A  Dis¬ 
course  before  the  Alumni  of  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  School,  Harvard  University,  July 
14,  1863.  By  Samuel  Osgood,  D.D.,  Min¬ 
ister  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  New 
York. 

The  significance  of  this  discourse  consists 
not  so  much  in  the  signal  ability  of  its 
author,  or  the  literary  skill  with  which  he 
has  performed  his  work,  as  in  the  fact  that 
it  is  the  address  of  an  active  Unitarian  Pas¬ 
tor,  after  years  of  experience,  to  those  who 
would  learn  through  him  the  lessons  of  suc¬ 
cess.  It  is  in  fact  a  Unitarian  talk  about 
I  the  ministry.  It  speaks  of  the  old  orthodox 
doctrines  yfn  a  somewhat  more  moderate, 
and  yet  no  less  decided  tone  than  the  earlier 
Unitarians.  It  concedes  that  the  earlier 
theories  of  the  Seminary  are  materially 
modified  by  pMtoral  experience  in  several 
respects,  and  manifests  a  very  strong  dis¬ 
position  to  cleave  to  Scriptural  phraseology, 
even  the  form  of  benediction  in  which 
others  recognize  the  doctrinal  formula  of 
the  Trinity.  Not  less  significant  is  the  criti¬ 
cism  on  Theodore  Parker  and  his  position. 
On  some  points  we  could  not  go  farther  in 
reprehension  ourselves.  “To  us,”  says 
Dr.  Osgood,  “  the  words  that  were  spoken 
over  ns  and  our  children  in  infancy,  in  bap¬ 
tism — have  more  wisdom,  and  power,  and 
joy,  than  the  whole  of  our  eloquent  brother’s 
disquisitions.”

HOME  MISSIOMS  UT  VKVADA. 

A  few  months  ago  an  article  appeared  in 
T^  Etanoelist  showing  the  growth  of  our 
new  Territories.  On  account  of  the  war, 
the  •prospect  of  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and 
especially  the  extensive  discoveries  of  new 
mining  fields  in  Nevada,  Colorado,  and 
Idaho,  the  tides  of  population  pouring  into 
those  Territories  are  such  as  have  never  had 
a  parallel,  except  in  the  early  excitement 
about  the  gold  fields  in  California. 

In  the  Autumn  of  1861,  Rev.  A.  F.  White 
located  himself  at  Carson  City ;  and  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  people  and  the  pros¬ 
pective  great  wealth  of  the  Territory  soon 
began  to  impress  him  deeply.  The  follow¬ 
ing  letters  express  his  views  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  field.  If  his  estimates  are  high¬ 
er  than  we  would  make,  we  must  remember, 
nevertheless,  that  they  are  made  by  a  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  Gospel  who  sp&iks  carefully  and 
from  thorough  knowledge: 

In  response  to  Mr.  White’s  appeal  I^v. 
S.  P.  Webber,  of  Indiana,  was  sent  tofius 
aid  in  June,  and  Rev.  D.  H.  Palmer,  and 
Rev.  W.  W.  Maoomber  in  July.  These  four

Mr.  White  says :

The  reader,  however,  would 
aearoely  need  this  assurance  to  be  satisfied 
that  the  staple  of  the  book  consists  of  facts . 
from  real  life.  We  have  admired  the  sim¬ 
ple  beauty  of  riie  descriptions,  bringing  be¬ 
fore  us  the  ivy-twined  ruins  of  the  Old 
PriOTy,  the  wild  beauty  of  the  Welsh  val¬ 
leys  and  mountains,  the  Ragged  Schools  of 
London,  and  the  scenes  of  heathen  life  or 
missionary  expe/ience  in  the  South  Sea 
Xslonds,  but  we  have  been  most  gratified 
with  the  simple  and  often  pathetic  exhibi- 
%on  of  those  vital  truths  of  the  Gospel 
which,  received  by  the  humble  heart,  pro¬ 
vide  it  with  that  “Old  Helmet”  of  salvation 
from  which  the  book  derives  its  title.  Few 
oan  read  it  without  being  made  to  realize 
deeply  their  own  need  of  this  gracious  pro¬ 
vision,  or  discerning  the  peace,  the  joy,  and 
the  triumph  of  a  Christian  faith  even  amid 
the  most  arduous  trials  and  under  the  most 
oppressive  burdens  of  life. 

Lettebs  to  the  Joneses.  By  Timothy  Tit- 

comb,  author  of  “Letters  to  Young  Peo¬ 
ple,”  Ac.

The  popularity  of  “Timothy  Titcomb” 
is  well  established.  The  present  is  the 
dghth  edition  of  this  new  work.  The  let¬ 
ters  are  addressed  to  the  various  members  of 
the  Jones  family,  all  of  whom  are  represent¬ 
ative  characters,  and  each  of  whom  is  lash¬ 
ed  or  cauterized  as  proxy  for  a  class.  The 
letters  are  full  of  sound  common  sense, 
piquantly  expressed,  and  show  the  results 
of  large  observation  and  careful  refieotion. 
“Timothy  Titcomb ’’has  a  keen  eye  for 
human  failings,  but  also  a  generous  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  human  excellence.  If  he  is  sharp, 
he  is  not  bitter.  His  genial  spirit  breaks 
out  even  through  frown  and  reproof.  “It 
ia  net  a  pleasant  thing,”  he  remarks,  “  to 
find  fault  with  people.  My  object  in  find¬ 
ing  fault  at  any  time,  with  any  person,  is 
reform.”  This  is  as  it  should  be.  We  pre¬ 
sume  there  are  many  beyond  the  reach  of 
appeal  or  reproof,  but  thousands  will  be 
warned  of  errors  which  might  otherwise 
prove  the  rocks  on  which  they  would  have 
been  wrecked.

August  15,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  White, 
we  secured  the  only  suitable  room  in  the 
town— the  Odd  Fellow’s  Hall,  as  a  regular^ 
place  of  meeting  for  the  Sabbath  mornings 
at  11  o’clock,  paying  S5  each  time  we  occu¬ 
py  it.  It  is  an  inconvenient  room  iu  some 
respects  for  our  purpose,  yet  the  best  we 
oan  at  present  secure. 

Silver  City  is  a  point  where  I  have  preacm- 
ed  regfularly  Sabbath  afternoons.  The  usual 

?laoe  of  meeting  has  been  at  the  Theatre  or 
'own  Hall,  which  has  been  yerj  well  flllM 
at  times.  The  number  of  Presbyterians  is 
sufficient  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Church. 
Though  it  seems  to  me  best  to  unite  the 
little  strength  in  this  place  with  Gold  Hill 
for  the  pr«se»U— maintmningpreaohing  once 
a  Sabbath.  Silver  City  numbers  about 
1,200  inhabitants  ;  Gold  Hill  thrice  as  many 
and  many  times  the  wealth  and  busing  of 
the  former  ;  yet  in  proportion  totiie  size  of 
the  place,  I  have  not  quite  as  much  enoonr- 
^ement  at  Silver  City  as  at  Gold  HiU. 
We  find  more  apparent  warmth  and  ear¬ 
nestness  in  religion,  and  quite  as  good  at¬ 
tention  here  as  at  Gold  Hill,  and  the  collec¬ 
tions  are  as  large.  We  have  a  weekly  pray¬ 
er-meeting  here. 

As  to  Mr.  Webber’s  field  of  labor,  in 
October  he  wrote  as  follows  : 

I  have  conversed  with  many  persons  from 
Reese  River  and  Humboldt  since  I  arrived 
here,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  cannot 
afford  to  leave  those  places  unsnpplied  till 
.Spring.  .  We  lost  by  not  having  had  men  on 
the  ground  here  early  last  Spring. 

At  a  later  date  Mr.  Webber  also  writes  : 
“  I  have  before  written  to  yon  as  to  the 
probable  course  matters  would  take.  It  is 
now  a  settled  thing  that  I  shall  try  to  go  to 
Reese  River  (Austin),”— a  place  of  which 
Mr.  White  writes  as  follows  : 

I  shall  only  say  now  that  this  is  one  of 
the  most  important  places  in  our  Territory, 
has  1200  or  more  inhabitant?,  is  growing  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  has  unlimited  wealth, 
and  bears  the  appearance  of  permanency. 

To-day  I  procured  as  a  donation  a  lot  for 
a  house  of  worship,  and  a  lot  for  a  parson¬ 
age.  I  preached  here  last  Sabbath  to  a

Histokt  of  the  Sioux  Wab,  and  Massacres 

of  1862  and  18G3,  by  Isaac  Y.  D.  Heard. 

Harper  A  Brothers. 

The  above  narrative  of  one  of  the  most 
cruel  Indian  massacres  which  has  occurred 
in  the  history  of  this  country,  is  written 
by  a  resident  of  Minnesota  familiar  with 
the  scenes  which  he  so  graphically  de¬ 
scribes.  His  opportunities  /or  obtaining 
reliable  information  were  excellent.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  expedition  against  the  sav¬ 
ages  commanded  by  General  Sibley,  and  * 
subseqii'ently  acted  as  the  Recorder  of  the 
Military  Commission  that  tried  a  large 
number  of  the  murderers.  In  addition  to 
the  knowledge  acquired  from  these  sources, 
the  author  has  obtained  much  valuable  in¬ 
formation  from  friendly  Indians,  traders, 
white  captives,  fugitives  from  massacres, 
Ac. ;  all  of  which  he  has  woven  into  a  con¬ 
nected  and  thrilling  histo 

The  cause  of  the  first  outbreak  of  savage 
passions  on  the  part  of  the  Indians,  is 
mainly  attributed  to  the  bad  treatment  they 
had  received  from  traders  and  persons  in 
the  employ  of  Government.  The  writer 
does  not  hesitate  to  say  in  so  many  words 
that  “The  Federal  Government,  through 
the  maladministration  of  the  Indian  Depart¬ 
ment,  is  largely  responsible  for  the  excite¬ 
ment  of  the  Indians  against  the  whites.” 

No  less  than  seven  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  white  persons  are  known  to  have 
perished  in  the  several  massacres  of  1862, 
and  8231  persons  during  that  Winter  were 
for  the  most  part  dependent  upon  the  boun¬ 
ty  which  the  State  provided,  who  previous 
to  the  outbreak  were  living  in  comfert  and 
plenty.  Truly  a  sad  and  heart-rending 
story !  _ 

The  Sacbificb  Consumed.  Life  of  Edward 

Hamilton  Brewer,  lately  a  Soldier  in  the 

Army  of  the  Potomac.  By  Jeremiah

Edward  Hamilton  Brewer  was  a  native  of 
Middletown,  enlisted  in  1862  as  a  soldier, 
and  a  few  months  since  fell  a  victim  of  dis¬ 
ease  while  on  active  service  in  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac.  His  natural  gifts,  thought¬ 
fulness,  and  Christian  character  secured 
him  esteem  and  respect,  and  this  volume  is 
an  appropriate  and  well  prepared  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  one  who  in  the  morning  of 
a  life  of  promise — he  was  only  21  years  of 
tfge — was  suddenly  called  to  suffer  for  his 
country.  It  is  calculated  to  set  forth  and 
commend  the  Christian  excellences  for 
which  the  subject  of  it  was  distinguished. 


A  Discoubsb  preached  at  the  Funeral 
Service  of  the  late  Gyms  Brown  of  the  One 
Hundredth  Regiment  N.  Y.  Volunteers, 
August  23,  1863.  By  Rev.  C.  R.  Burdick, 
A.M.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Pembroke.  Published  by  re¬ 
quest  of  the  friends  of  the  deceased.  This 
sermon  worthily  preserves  the  memory  of  a 
true  patriot.  We  quote  briefly: 

Lieut.  Cyrus  Brown  was  born  July  8th, 
1832.  He  entered  the  army  in  the  Fall  of 
1861 ;  received  his  commission  Oct.  1,  1862, 
and  was  wounded  at  the  storming  of  Fort 
Wagner,  before  Charleston,  in  the  night  at¬ 
tack,  July  18, 1863.  He  lay  on  the  field  un¬ 
til  morning,  when  he  was  taken  up  by  the 
rebels,  carried  to  Charleston  a  prisoner, 
where  he  suffered  amputation  of  the  ri^ht 
leg,  just  below  the  knee.  After  remaining 
with  them  a  prisoner  for  five  days,  he  was 
exchanged  and  taken  to  the  McDougall 
General  Hospital,  at  Fort  Schuyler,  N.  Y., 
where,  after  suffering  much  with  the  lock¬ 
jaw  and  general  prostration,  he  died  Aug. 
13,  1863.  He  was  a  practical  surveyor,  and 
hated  meanness  and  oppression  with  his 
whole  soul.

He  will  plant  the 
truth  in  the  very  foundations  of  a  community 
which  is  to  grow  ere  long  into  one  of  the 
very  wealthiest  States  in  the  Union.  He 
will  do  much  to  sanctify  a  power  which,  ac¬ 
cording  to  every  providential  indication, 
will,  iu  a  few  years,  be  felt  round  the  globe. 

Everything  here  indicates  wealth  beyond 
any  statements  yet  published.  We  now  ship 
every  day  an  average  in  bullion  of  $35,009, 
and  often  double  that  One  mill  alone  sent 
off  $40,000  in  five  days,  and  never  were  im¬ 
provements  progressing  with  such  rapidity 
as  now. 

Discoveries  are  being  made  daily.  Mines 
are  opening,  and  those  worked  the  longest 
ara  increasing  in  richness,  and  the  ledges 
are  widening  as  they  descend  into  the  earth. 
The  other  day  I  visited  four  or  five  mines, 
and  never  before  did  I  have  such  an  impres¬ 
sion  of  the  wealth  hoarded  away  in  these 
mountains.  It  is  beyond  description,  and 


under  its  negations.  And  yet  it  indicates, 
we  think,  an  advance — a  shaking  loose  as 
it  were,  from  the  old  traditionary  bonds 
and  sympathies  of  Unitarianism,  and  a  dis¬ 
position  to  put  the  old  lights  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  among  the  stars  and  keep  them 
there,  while  light  to  guide  is  sought  for 
from  fresher  sources.  The  criticism  on  the 
early  Unitarians  is  much  of  it  very  sound 
and  sensible,  none  the  less  so  that  it  comes 
from  one  who  wears  their  mantle. 


Lessons  fob  evert  Sunday  in  the  Year. 
Second  series.  By  Orange  Judd.  Carl¬ 
ton  A  Porter,  Y. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  the  first  series 
were  taken  from  the  Gospels  and  Acts,  each 
topic  being  selected  from  that  Gospel 
where  the  most  complete  account  is  given 
in  a  compass  sufficiently  brief  for  a  single 
lesson.  This,  the  second  series,  is  on  the 
same  general  plan,  but  extends  over  the 
whole  New  Testament.  The  compiler  has 
endeavored  to  adapt  the  book  to  the  com¬ 
prehension  of  the  youngest  children  in  the 
Babbath  school,  and  at  the  same  time  ren¬ 
der  it  useful  to  more  advanced  pupils. 


BIBLICAL  LITBBATUEE  IN  IBBLABD. 

Our  correspondent  in  Dublin  gives  a 
gratifying  account  of  the  progress  of  Bibli- 
eal  learning  in  Deland.  Our  readers  will 
be  interested  in  the  following: 

“Until  a  late  period  the  Presbyterian 
clergy  of  this  country  had  neither  opportu¬ 
nities  nor  advantages  for  cultivating  Bibli¬ 
cal  literature.  They  had  no  colleges  of 
their  own;  books,  os  suitable  helps,  were 
scarce  and  expensive;  and  their  peculiar 
circumstances  required  incessant  ministeri¬ 
al  activity;  and  the  few  who  successfully 
cultivated  Biblical  studies  in  spite  of  diffi¬ 
culties,  had  no  encouragement  for  publica¬ 
tions.  Matters  are  beginning  to  change. 
The  late  Prof.  Wilson’s  work  on  Baptism, 
in  refutation  of  the  boasted  treatise  of  Dr. 
Carson,  has  taken  its  place  as  a  standard 
book  on  that  controversy.  Dr.  McKee’s 
translation  of  the  Shorter  Catechism  into 
Hebrew  and  Syriac  has  called  forth  the 
eulogies  of  the  most  profound  students  of 
these  languages.  And  I  now  give  yon  a  no¬ 
tice  of  a  larger  and  more  elaborate  work — “A 
Critical  and  Exegetical  Commentary  on  the 
Book  of  Genesis,  with  a  New  Translation. 
By  James  G.  Murphy,  LL.D.,  T.C.D.,  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Hebrew,  Belfast.  Published  by 
T.  A  T.  Clark  of  Edinburgh.”  The  author 
and  Dr.  Porter,  Professor  in  the  same  Col¬ 
lege — that  of  the  Assembly,  in  Belfast — 
have  given  to  the  world  the  ablest  refuta¬ 
tion  of  Golenso’s  work  on  the  Pentateuch. 
Of  Dr.  Murphy’s  commentary  on  Genesis, 
The  Banner  of  Ulster  says  : 

The  appearance  of  this  work  marks  a  new 
era  in  the  history  of  Irish  Presbyterian  lit¬ 
erature.  Dr.  Murphy  is  the  first  Presbyte¬ 
rian  minister  of  Irish  birth  who  has  given 
to  the  world  a  critical  commentary  on  an 
extensive  portion  of  the  Sacred  Volume. 
His  profound  acquaintance  with  Hebrew 
and  the  cognate  languages  eminently  quali¬ 
fies  him  for  the  task  he  has  accomplished. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  Scottish 
Universities  the  study  of  Hebrew  was  long 
almost  totally  neglected,  and  within  a  few 
years  past  the  barbarous  practice  of  read¬ 
ing  without  points  was  pursued  by  the  Scot¬ 
tish  professors.  In  the  Royal  Academical 
Institution  of  Belfast  a  better  system  was 
inaugurated  upwards  of  forty  years  ago,  and 
we  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  Scotch  are 
beginning  to  study  the  language  on  more 
accurate  principles.  We  doubt  not  that  the 
present  work  of  Dr.  Murphy  will  give  a  new 
impetus  to  the  cultivation  of  Hebrew  litera¬ 
ture;  and  we  trust  that  it  will  obtain  that 
extensive  circulation  to  which  it  is  entitled. 
At  the  present  moment,  when  the  Book  of 
Genesis  is  the  subject  of  so  much  critical 
investigation,  the  appearance  of  this  volume 
is  exceedingly  seasonable,  and  even  a  curso¬ 
ry  glance  at  some  of  the  readings  adopted 
by  the  learned  author  in  his  new  transla¬ 
tion  will  at  once  reveal  the  weakness  of  a 
number  of  the  objections  now  urged  against 
the  authority  of  the  Mosaic  narrative.  The 
very  first  sentence  of  the  first  chapter  of 
Genesis  will  illustrate  our  meaning.  Dr. 
Murphy  reads  the  verse,  not  as  in  our  cur¬ 
rent  translation,  “  In  the  beginning  God 
created  the  heavens  and  the  earth,”  but 
“  In  the  beginning  God  had  created  the 
heavens  and  the  earth.”  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  this  slight  change  mast  be 
apparent,  for  thus  a  multitude  of  the 
most  formidable  objections  of  geologists 
are  at  once  set  aside,  as  it  appears  that  our 
present  state  of  things  is  clearly  to  be  dis¬ 
tinguished  from  an  anterior  creation.  To 
those  who  have  been  turning  their  attention 
to  other  popular  difficulties  connected  with 
the  early  history  of  man,  wo  would  suggest 
a  perusal  of  what  Dr.  Murphy  has  written 
relative  to  the  six  creative  days,  the  fall, 
and  the  gener>il  deluge.  The  work  is  mark¬ 
ed  throughout  by  the  diligence  and  sobriety 
of  an  accomplished  scholar,  as  well  a.s  by 
profound  respect  for  the  words  of  the  holy 
oracles.  We  have  marked  with  no  small 
degree  of  satisfaction  the  devout  spirit  which 
pervades  the  commentary;  and,  as  a  speci¬ 
men  of  the  excellent  practical  purpose  to 
which  Dr.  Murphy  has  made  it  subservient, 
we  would  refer  to  his  observations  on  that 
remarkable  chapter  in  which  Jacob  is  rep¬ 
resented  as  wrestling  with  the  Angel;  but 
we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  point  minutely 
to  particular  passages.  The  whole  work  is 
well  worthy  the  study  of  all  who  desire  to

The  Boston  Review  for  November  opens 
with  an  article  significantly  entitled  “  Forms 
of  Sound  Words.”

worth  reading.  The  lesson  drawn  from 
Unitarian  experience,  bringing  men  like 
Dr.  Peabody  back  to  creeds,  is  instructive.

Nevada: 

I  may  have  before  spoken  of  the  impos¬ 
sibility  of  following  your  suggestion  of 
placing  a  man  over  all  the  three  places  of 
Virginia,  Gold  Hill,  and  Silver  City.  Bro¬ 
ther  Palmer  is  located  at  Virginia,  where 
doubtless  they  will  at  once  give  him  a  fine 
living,  say  $3,000  or  $3,600.  Their  city 
wears  considerable  of  a  metropolitan .  as¬ 
pect,  and  the  Church  there  having  been 
nursed  by  Brother  White  to  a  self-sustain¬ 
ing  state,  they  utterly  refuse  to  yield  him 
fur  the  purpose  of  building  up  some  other 
Church.  They  deem  their  enterprise  de¬ 
mands  all  the  time  of  their  minister.  The 
time  to  have  half  the  time  was  when  Bro¬ 
ther  White  was  building  them  up.  Since 
they  are  able  to  pay  for  a  minister’s  entire 
time,  we  \vonld  not  deny  them  if  we  could. 

Mr.  Palmer,'  alter  it  became  settled  that 
he  was  to  remain  in  Virginia  City,  wrote  as 
follows: 

Our  Sabbath  services  are  two — 11  A.  M. 
and  7i  P.  M.  Our  congregation  numbers, 
I  should  think,  160,  and  is  increasing.  Al¬ 
ready  the  Court-room  which  we  occupy  is 
rather  strait  for  us.  We  have  a  Wednesday 
evening  prayer- meeting,  started  by  Brother 
Webber,  and  attended  by  fifteen  to  twenty. 
These  are  mostly  praying  men,  of  intelU- 
gence  and  influence.  I  seldom  have  known 
more  interesting  prayer-meetings  in  the 
East.  Lost  Sabbath  reorganized  a  Sabbath 
school,  the  first  session  of  which  will  be 
held  next  Sabbath.  It  starts  under  ve^ 
favorable  auspices,  and  the  interest  felt  in 
its  suocess  is  very  general.  Plenty  of  teach¬ 
ers  offer.  It  will  bo  in  part  a  missionary 
school,  and  we  shall  aim  to  get  in  those 
heretofore  neglected.  Society  matters  also 
seem  prosperous.  They  hope  to  raise  a 
subscription  of  $500  per  month  to  meet  all 
current  expenses.  They  will  secure  a  lot 
during  the  Winter,  perfect  their  plans,  col¬ 
lect  materials,  and  in  Spring  erect  a  church 
worth  at  least  $2.'5,000. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  we  were 
urged  to  give  due  attention  to  the  wants  of 
the  California  field,  before  we  should  decide 
on  a  place  of  labor.  Piacervillo  and  Redblnff 
were  especially  brong'ut  to  our  notice,  and 
a  st.-ong^desire  expressed  that  one  of  ns,  at 
least,  should  remain  in  California.  But  I 
am  now  more  than  convinced  of  the  vastly 
superior  importance  of  this  field.  Send  all 
the  men  to  California  you  oan — bnt  by  all 
means  send  your  best  men  to  Nevada — and 
if  possible  send  them  overland.  And  I  can 
assure  you  that  the  men  who  best  under¬ 
stand  the  wants  of  this  field  and  its  impor¬ 
tance  as  a  missionary  field  are  those  who  re¬ 
side  within  its  bonn^  I  think  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  is  the  second  town  in  im¬ 
portance,  and  in  population,  on  the  coast.

Prof.  Loomis  has  an  article  on  Vibrating 
Waterfalls.  Next  we  have  an  exposition  on 
the  Rocks  of  the  Quebec  Group.  The  caus¬ 
es  tending  to  produce  the  different  vegeta¬ 
ble  growths  of  the  prairies  and  flats  of  Sou¬ 
thern  Illinois,  are  discussed  by  Henry  En- 
gleman.  Assistant  in  the  State  Geological 
Survey.  An  article  theorizing  on  the  high¬ 
er  temperature  of  the  earth  in  Paleozoic 
times,  is  quite  ingenious  and  plausible. 
Among  other  things  it  sets  forth  the  effect 
of  the  nonconducting  gases  in  which  the 
earth  was  then  probably  enveloped.  We 
notice  in  the  letter  of  the  French  corre¬ 
spondent  that  the  controversy  in  France 
concerning  the  fossil  man — the  discovery  of 
Da  Perthes  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  year— -is  still  continued. 

The  American  Sunday  School  Union  add 
to  their  issues  two  small  volumes,  “May 
Chumleigh  and  her  friend  Conscience;  A 
Tale  for  Little  Girls,”  and  “  The  Transform¬ 
ed  Village  ;  or,  what  may  be  expected  by 
Perseverance  and  Prayer,”  both  reprinted 
substantially  from  the  London  Religious 
Tract  Society.  Both  are  excellent  books.

The  fact  that  a  work  of  this  kind  has 
reached  a  fourth  edition  is  no  slight  testi¬ 
mony  to  its  worth.  It  takes  up  themes  of 
deepest  importance,  and  in  reference  to 
aome  of  which  the  strangest  and  crudest 
notions  have  been  put  forth  by  modem  er- 
rorists.  It  is  refreshing,  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  sound  interpretation  and  humble 
faith,  to  eome  back  to  the  plain  teachings 
of  Scripture — which  must  be  our  only  re¬ 
liable  authority,  and  study  what  God  has 
revealed  of  the  final  state  of  the  blessed  and 
their  future  home  in  their  father’s  house.

— A  generous  expression 
of  respect  was  made  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Dover,  N.  J.,  on  the  4th  insi,  to 
the  pastor.  Rev.  B.  0.  Megie. 

The  congregation  had  recently  given  him 
a  proof  of  their  liberality ;  but  ascertain¬ 
ing  that  the  25th  anniversary  of  his  mar- 
*  *  riage  was  at  hand,  they  resolved  to  go  in  a 
body  and  tender  him  personally  their  oon- 
gratulations. 

Meeting  at  an  appointed  hour  at  the 
Church,  they  moved  in  prooession  to  his 
house.  He,  knowing  the  loyalty  of  the 
neighborhood,  was  surprised  at  the  sudden 
appearance  of  so  many  people,  but  recover¬ 
ed  on  learning  that  it  was  an  uprising  in 
favor  of  the  union.  A  salver,  containing 
an  elegant  silver  tea-set  and  a  well  filled 
pocket  book,  was  brought  in  and  placed  on 
a  table  in  the  centre  of  the  room. 

In  a  brief,  but  most  appropriate  and 
touching  address,  the  minister  and  his  wife 
were  informed  of  the  object  of  the  call ;

”  A  Memorial  is  reported  to  have  been 
laid  before  the  ‘  General  Council  ’  of  the 
Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  ‘  the  Confederate  States 
of  America. ’  It  is  understood  to  b&ve  been 
referred  to  a  Select  Committee  (of  which 
Bishop  General  Polk  is  chairman),  with  in¬ 
structions  so  to  revise  the  Prayer  Book  as 
to  free  it  from  aU  traces  of  Abolitionism,  and 
also  to  oonsider  and  report  on  the  ex¬ 
pediency  of  a  corrected  Southern  version  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments — espooially 
the  latter.” 


Weaving  a  PicM  of  Cloth  to  Pay  for  a  Paper. — 

A  good  mother  in  Israel,  with  whom  ^e 
have  been  commnning  in  thought  for  many 
years,  though  we  knew  it  not,  sends  three 
dtdlars  for  the  paper,  and  pours  out  her 
heart  as  follows  :  ” Dear  Evangelist;  I  have 
lead  your  paper  for  more  than  thirty  years. 
My  fatiier  took  Thb  Evangelist  over  thirty 
years  ago.  I  have  prixed  it  above  all  others 
ever  since.  When  I  came  to  leave  my  na 
tive  place,  my  lot  was  oast  in  the  woods  five 

miles  West  of  D - ,  and  four  miles  from  a 

Presbyterian  church  or  family,  where  al¬ 
most  all  neither  fear  God  nor  regard  man. 
Ton  cannot  think  how  my  little  ones  count 
the  days  when  they  can  go  three  miles  and 
le^paper  f  and  how  eager  they  gather 
sronnd  one  of  the  larger  ones  and  listen  to 
tkeir  story,  as  they  call  it ;  and  how  much 
comfort  and  encouragement  it  gives  ns. 
make  it  a  practice  every  year  to  weave 
piece  of  cloth  to  raise  the  money  for  the  pa¬ 
per  ;  and  /  cannot  give  it  up  if  it  lakes  tu>o 
pieces,  or  doulle  tshat  I  now  give.” 

BaeUmati<m  of  the  Pollen. — At  one  of  the  re- 
eent  morning  prayer-meetings  in  Montreal, 
it  was  stated  that  the  most  encouraging  re 
•alts  hod  attended  the  efforts  of  one  of  the 
Bible-women  connected  with  the  Ladies’ 
Bible  Aseooiation  of  the  city.  No  less  than 
45  unfortunate  women  have  been  reclaimed 
daring  the  present  year,  20  of  whom  w.  re 
■ant  to  their  poreuts  and  relatives,  and  25  to 
aarvice  with  farmers— who  understood  their 
position.  Only  two  of  these  45,  so  far  as  is 
known,  have  returned  to  their  former  life. 
The  Bible- woman  in  question  has  received 
most  tonching  letters  from  the  parents  of 
aome  of  the  girls,  expnssing  the  deepest 
gratitude  for  the  recovery  of  their  lost  chil 
dren.  The  way  in  which  tkis  good  work  is 
earried  on  is  by  following  the  fallen  to  jail 
whence,  when  discharged,  they  are  imlnoed 
to  go  home  to  their  friends  or  to  go  to  hon 
«Bt  labor. 

A  Bemarkable  Preserratio:!. — Among  the  acta 
of  the  managers  of  the  Amerioan  Bible  So- 
aiety,  at  its  last  meeting,  was  a  r«Mlation 
to  reprint  the  book  of  Genesis  in  the  Zulu 
language.  A  striking  history  belongs  to 
taiiswoxk.  Several  years  ago,  theBooie^ 
having  aatherixed  the  publication  of  this 
book,  it  was  printed  at  the  mission  station 
in  Africa.  While  it  was  yet  in  sheets,  the 
bouse  of  Mi?  Lindley,  which  contained  the 
Hndiatributed  copies  of  this  book,  was  bum 
od  with  all  its  contents.  The  entire  edition 
of  the  book  of  Genesis  was  oonsuaed,  one 
■ingle  copy  being  in  some  way  rescued 
nioi  the  only  copy  of  that  book  in  the 
world  comes  to  the  Bible  House  to  be  re¬ 
printed.  This  is  a  great  mercy.  For  *8 
Ja  yet  an  nnprinted  language,  it  would  have 
been  only  with  great  difficulty.  “  well  as 
long  delay,  that  the  book  oo«id  have  been 
brepiaoed.

Spiscopol. — The  religions  ceremonies  of 
coBseorating  St.  John’s  Chap^.],  Hobart  Col¬ 
lege,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  came  off  on  the  201'h  of 
Ootober.  The  chapel  was  the  mnnifioeut 
gift  of  Wm.  B.  Douglass,  Esq.,  designed  by 
Upjohn,  architect,  and  built  nnder  the 
supervision  of  the  done?,  at  an  expense  of 
some  $8,000  or  over.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D.D.,  of 
Trinity  Ohnreh,  N.  Y.  The  subject  (saj  s 
TKe  Christian  Tunes)  was  the  importance  of 
Christianity  bcii2g  incorporated  into  col¬ 
legiate  karning,  or,  rather,  the  importance 
of  Ohrietianity,  as  expounded  by  the 
Church,  entering  into  and  being  made  a 
component  part  of  college  instraotion. 
“The  Chnroh,”  her  sacraments,  and  her 
“creeds,”  were  made  the  most  prominent 
idea,  while  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
and  the  Holy  Scriptures,  his  inspired  Word, 
seemed  to  occupy  a  less  oonspienons  place 
in  the  preacker’s  thoughts,  or,  at  least,  in 
his  discourse,  or  to  be  left  somewhat  in  the 
background,  as  though  they  were  visible 
and  comprehended  only  through  the  medium 
of  his  visible  Cbnrob, 

The  other  Branch.- At  a  lecent  meeting  <Jf 
the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  a  new  ohnroh, 
in  Lexington  avenne,  gathered  and  organ¬ 
ized  under  the  missionary  labors  of  Kev. 
Charles  E.  Hart,  was  recognized,  and  ar¬ 
rangements  made  for  irmtalling  Mr.  Hart  as 
pastor.  The  instaUation  took  place  on  the 
first  Sabbath  of  December.  Another  new 
church  was  established  a  short  time  ago,  at 
the  Palisades,  under  the  pastorate  of  the 
Bev.  Joseph  Greenleaf,  Jr.,  which  bids  fair 
to  ^  a  succesafnl  and  useful  entorpriso, 
Tha  same  Presbytery  is  shortly  to  iuatal 
Rev.  Dr.  Harkness  as  pastor  of  the  Sootch 
Church,  Jersey  City. — The  corner-stone  of 
the  new  church  edifice  (to  cost  $3,000)  at 
the  junction  of  Gates  avo.  and  Hunter  st., 
Brooklyn,  wai  recently  laid,—; — The  Synod 
of  Wisconsin  reports  thirty-nine  ministers, 
forty-seven  churches,  and  2,084  communi¬ 
cants. - The  Rev,  Joptlia  Hiriison,  D.D., 

died  at  Fulton,  Missouri,  on  the  SOth  of 
October.  *ixty-serenth  year  of  his 

age.  Dr.  Harrison  was  Stated  Supply  of 
two  churches  in  the  ricighborhood  of  Ful¬ 
ton.

CoagregatioiMl. — Rev.  Almon  Benson  was 
dismiss^  from  his  pastoral  charge  at  Cen¬ 
tre  Harbor,  N.  H.,  Nov.  lOtb,  after  a  settle¬ 
ment  over  that  ebureh  of  more  than  twenty 

years. - Bev.  William  Carter  of  Pittsfield, 

Pike  ooonty,  Ill.,  preached  a  sermon  com¬ 
memorative  of  his  settlement  twenty-five 
years  ago  in  that  place,  on  Friday  evening, 
Oct.  23d,  1863.  A  rare  event  in  onr  newer 
settlements, - The  Rev.  O.  H.  Atkin¬ 

son,  formerly  of  Newbury,  Yermont,  who 
has  been  for  fiTteen  years  pastor  of  the 
Congregational  Choroh  in  Oregon  City,  has 
removed  to  Portland,  Oregon,  to  take  the 
pastoral  charge  of  the  Ghnrch  in  that  place. 
During  his  pastorate  a  ohnroh  was  erected 
at  Oregon  City,  and  in  1854  the  Church 
was  visited  with  a  powerful  outpouring  of 
the  Spirit.  'Xhe  history  of  his  fifteen  years 
of  labor  is  thus  summed  up.  Thirty- seven 
members  have  been  add^  by  profession 
and  thirty-eight  by  loiter — in  all,  seventy- 
five,  or  five  a  year.  The  whole  number  en¬ 
rolled  is  eighty-two, — disinissid  by  letter, 
iwenty-fonr,  died  four,  excluded,  six  ;  loav 
ing  forty-seven  nowon  the  roll.  Thirty-six 
infants  have  been  baptized.  “  Of  our  forty 
seven  members,  fifteen  have  made  perma¬ 
nent  homes  elsewhere,  leaving  thirty-two 
who  can  attend  here  as  easily  as  »t  any  place. 
But  fourteen  of  these  thirty-two  live  too  far 
off  to  attend  often.  The  process  of  remov 
ing  from  our  town  and  its  vicinity  continues 
giving  DO  very  cheering  prospectof  the  fu 
ture  unless  onr  vast  power  should  come  into 
use.  The  Church  has  always  t>een  weakened 
by  these  changes.  The  work  has  been  done 
by  fewer  and  lewor  members,  and  although 
we  have  had  new  helpers  the  balden  has 
been  heavy.  During  the  last  eighteen 
months  I  have  mostly  supported  mjself  by 
teaching.  The  Church  and  pastor  have 
worked  together  with  remarkable  htrroony 
daring  the  fifteen  years.  Cue  bundled  and 
fifty-five  persons  have  died  in  the  tovn  and 
vicinity,  within  this  period.  I  have  attended 
eighty-four  funerals  and  united  in  mixriago 

sixty -three  couples.” - Rev.  Goo.  P.  Ma- 

goun  of  Lyons,  Iowa,  one  of  the  ablestCon- 
gregationid  clergymen  in  the  state,  has  been 

elected  President  of  Iowa  College. - Rev. 

Moses  Smith,  pastor  at  PJuinvile,  as  a  con¬ 
script,  rapoo^  in  person,  from  the  deep¬ 
est  OhristuM  patriotism,  because  so  many 
recent  sabstitates  are  so  unsuitable  com¬ 
rades  of  our  Christian  young  men.  in  the 
army.  Rev.  James  W.  Hubbell  of  Wilton, 
and  lata  of  Andoyer  Seminary,  is  acting 
pastor  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Smith,  daring 

his  sbsenoe. - Rey.  P.  0.  Pettibone  of 

Bwlington,  Wis  ,  having  resigned  hie  pee- 
torsl  charge,  has  accepted  an  appointoent 
■••gent  for  Beloit  College. - - T.  B. 


Bliss,  formerly  of  Blackstone,  Mass.,  has 
entered  upon  his  labors  as  exploring  agent 
of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society 

in  Missonri - Rev.  P.  O.  Headley  has 

gone  to  Philadelphia,  probably  for  the  win¬ 
ter,  for  the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Headley’s  he^th. 

- A  New  Bedford  oorreepondent  of  The 

Oongregaiionalist  says  “  the  North  Ohnroh 
is  still  without  a  pastor.  The  sanctuary  of 
the  Trinitarian  society,  and  that  of  the 
Pacific,  have  had  a  mysterions  and-^leasant 
surprise.  Some  unknown  persons  have  put 
up  a  new  and  beautiful  iron  fence  around 
the  yard  of  the  former,  and  have  frescoed 
and  re-painty  the  latter.  In  both  imstan- 
oes,  the  parties  in  the  benevolent  work  are 
unknown  to  the  people  generally.  It  is  a 
remarkable  fact  that,  in  tiiese  ‘tronblons 
times,’  the  whaling  business,  which  has 
been  steadily  declining,  sbonld  revive  with 
an  interest  and  profit,  which  has  not  b^n 
seen  in  a  decade  of  years.  Thera  is  a  fever 
of  specnlation.  The  scarcity  of  oil,  and 
late  snocosses,  are  the  apparent  causes  of 
the  unexpected  renewal  of  this  chase  after 
the  Arctic  monsters ;  creating  a  demand  for 
some  of  the  stone  jieet  sunk  in  Charleston 
harbor.” 

Methodist — The  Genesee  Goaference  ex¬ 
tends  from  the  Genesee  to  the  Niagara  river, 
and  from  Lake  Ontario  to  the  high  lands 
which  originate  and  separate  the  sooroes  of 
the  Genesee  and  AUegnany  rivers,  and  the 
Northern  tributaries  of  the  West  branch  of 
the  Susquehannah  in  McKean  and  Potter 
oonnties,  Pennsylvania.  Within  this  terri¬ 
tory,  oxolndiug,  however,  Obantauqna  oonn- 
ty  and  a  portion  of  Oattarangus,  which  are 
embraced  in  the  Erie  Conference,  there  are 
some  ninty-fonr  separate  pastoral  charges, 
in  Methodist  nomenclature  usually  called 
circuits  and  stations ;  manned  by  about  two 
hundred  ministers  and  preachers.  The 
members  and  probationers  of  the  M.  TE. 
Chnroh  within  the  bounds  of  this  Confer¬ 
ence,  inolnding  those  of  the  Indian  Mission 
near  Gowanda,  nnmber  abontnine  thousand 
five  hundred.  The  average  nnmber  to  each 
charge  is  about  ninety-eight.  In  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  these  members  there  are  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty -seven  churches,  besides  oth¬ 
er  places  of  worship,  valued  at  an  aggregate 
of  $339,350,  and  at  an  average  of  $2,650. 
The  parsonages  number  fifty-nine,  valned 
at  $15,700.  'Total  value  of  Church  property, 
$4^,050.  The  amount  of  the  salaries  M- 
lowed  the  effective  ministers  of  this  Confer¬ 
ence  for  the  past  year  was  $46,664  60.  The 
average  was  $475  67— the  largest  regular 
salaries  being  $1000,  and  the  smallest  $300. 
This,  of  course,  does  not  include  liberal  do¬ 
nations.  But  these  men  have  talents  and 
energy  snffloient  to  command,  in  other  pnr- 
snits,  salaries  increased  from  50  to  500  per 
oont.  But  their  record  and  reward  are  on 
high. 

Baptist.— The  Trustees  cf  the  Amity  street 
Baptist  Society  (Dr.  Williams’)  have  sold 
the  long  lease  to  their  church  property  for 
$19,000.  Mr.  A.  T.  Stewart  is  the  purchaser, 
he  having  previously  bought  the  burial- 
ground  lota  adjoiaiug,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  8table.s  on  them.  This  pnrehase 
of  Mr.  Stewart  led  to  the  sale  of  the  church 
property,  possession  of  which  is  to  be  given 

in  the  Sfering. - A  large  Coanoil  met  with 

the  Cannon  street  church  (Brooklyn)  week 
before  last,  to  consider  the  question  of  or¬ 
daining  the  Rev.  Matthew  Hale  Smith. 
A  previons  Council,  held  several  months 
since,  had  adjourned,  leaving  the  question 
nuJeoided,  and  recommending  that  if  a- 
nother  Council  was  called,  it  should  be 
made  to  embrace  all  the  Baptist  churches 
in  New  York  and  Brooklyn.  This  recom-  j 
mendation  was  adopted  by  the  oburuh,  and 
after  full  consideration  and  discussion,  con¬ 
ducted  in  a  kind  spirit,  the  Coanoil  decid¬ 
ed,  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  proceed  to 

ordination. - It  seems  that  the  Maryland 

Association  at  its  meeting  in  Baltiinore 
week  before  last,  tabled  certain  resolntions 
introduced  in  support  of  the  Government. 
The  Calvary  Church  in  Washington,  Rev. 
T.  R  Howlet,  pastor,  is  not  a  inember  of 
the  Association,  bnt  thinks  it  important, 
nevertheless,  to  put  its  protest  on  records 
At  a  late  meeting  of  the  Church  resolution, 
were  introduced  by  the  well  known  Hob. 
Amos  Kendall,  to  the  effect  that  not  to 
sustain  the  Government  “in  all  rightful 
measures  designed  to  maiutain  it  in  adeod- 
ly  straggle  for  its  existence,  is  to  become 
practicaiij  aocompliocs  in  the  rebellion”; 
and  that  “  tha  house  of  worship  which  we 
propose  to  erect  shall  never,  with  onr  con¬ 
sent,  be  desecrated  by  the  niterauce  therein 
of  a  treasonable  or  disloyal  sentiment,  or 
cease  to  resound  with  fervent  prayers  for 
tbo.''e  in  authority  and  for  the  welfare  of 
our  country,  as  well  as  for  the  building  up 
of  the  ‘  kingdom  which  is  not  of  this 

world.’” - The  Baptist  Church  of  Fair- 

port,  N.  Y.,  have,  nnsolioi ted,  increased  the 
salary  of  their  pastor  from  $600  to  §900, 


Current  iSbents. 


Buekino  or  TUB  Isaac  Newto.v.— This  splendid 
steanior,  for  many  years  a  favorite  with  tlie  trav- 
elliog  public,  was  suddenly  and  fearfully  arrested 
Booa  after  she  had  set  oat  up.jn  her  night  trip  for 
Albany,  on  Saturday  evening  last.  She  was  pass¬ 
ing  the  upper  portion  of  tliis  city,  and  about  op¬ 
posite  Fort  Washington,  when,  according  to  the 
picTBlcnt  theory,  one  of  lier  boilers  gave  way, 
throwing  the  furnace  fires  and  forcing  steam  all 
about  the  amtre  of  the  boat.  Most  of  the  p,as.-ren- 
gers  were  taking  tea  at  the  time,  and  the  severe 
shock  of  tha  explosion  was  immediately  followed, 
greatly  to  the  oonstemation  of  tl:c  timid,  by  a 
shower  of  live  ooals  upon  the  dining-room  table. 
Tlioso,  and  tlio  more  destructive  iiot  steam  (which 
soon  filled  tire  upper  portion  of  the  room)  found 
entrance  through  the  ventilators  above.  A  few 
made  a  precipitate  rush  to  the  stairway,  but  the 
cooler  ones  also  escaped  serious  harm  from  the 
he.atod  V8|)0r  by  ol«ying  the  timely  direction  of 
some  one,  and  keeping  their  faces  near  the  floor 
while  crawling  out.  But  the  steam  w.-rs  so  thick 
os  to  prevent  any  successful  attempt  to  extinguish 
the  tire,  and  the  flames  kiudli'd  almost  instanta¬ 
neously  amidships.  'ITiose  who  had  presence  of 
mind  seised  upon  the  life-preserver#,  and  made 
ready  fur  tlsc  worst.  One  man,  it  is  8<iid,  bad  no 
less  than  four  about  his  person .  Homo  of  the  la¬ 
dies  fainted  away.  Fortunately,  there  were  sev¬ 
eral  steamboats  plying  in  tlie  livcr  near  at  hand, 
and  they  promptly  came  to  tlie  rescue,  and  were 
soon  engaged  in  t^ing  off  the  160  or  200  passen¬ 
gers — nearly  all  of  whom  were  saved,  though 
quite  a  number  wete  sodded,  one  or  two  fatal¬ 
ly.  Rome  of  the  firemen,  and  others  working  be¬ 
low  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  were  taken  out 
almost  or  quite  dead,  their  faces,  hand.<<,  necks, 
arms,  and  other  |x>rtions  of  their  bodies  having 
been  caught  by  the  boiling  water.  Tlie  injuries 
of  others  were  mostly  internal,  the  effect  of  inhal¬ 
ing  hot  steam.  It  is  stated  that  ten,  nearly  all  of 
whom  were  employed  on  the  boat,  have  lost  their 
lives,  and  six  more  are  badly  injured.  'Hie  pa«- 
sengeis  and  the  injured  were  taken  to  Yonkers, 
where  they  received  every  attention. 

Thus  the  first  serious  accident  to  the  NeveUm 
in  all  her  career  of  about  eighteen  years  has  prov¬ 
ed  fatal.  She  was  valued  at  about  $200,000,  and 
the  freight  on  board  was  worth  fully  os  much 
more,  boon  after  eiglit  o’clock  the  steamer  was 
one  entire  mass  of  flames,  illumin.ating  the  river 
and  the  many  vessels  of  oil  descriptions  that  had 
hasten^  to  the  rescue,  and  lighting  up  the  Pali¬ 
sades  and  the  shore  opposite  for  ntiles.  Until  2 
A.  M.  did  the  flames  revel,  and  t)>en  the  vessel, 
wiiioh  bad  been  anchored  at  almost  the  moment 
of  tbe  •«^ned  to  the  water's  edge. 

When  the  ‘*  walking-be%m  ’’  feU — which  weiglied 
about  eighteen  tons— it  n.'  ugt  hwve  crushed  through 
the  bottom,  and  tbe  ben  ^sink  in  about  fifteen 


feet  of  water.  It  lies  now  about  oj^iosite  One 
Hundred  and  Beventy-fifth  street,  and  nothing  is 
visible  but  a  portion  of  the  Iron  framing  of  one  of 
the  wheels. 

Thb  Axht  os  th»  Fotoxac  which  marched 
Southw^  and  crossed  the  Rapidan  oi»  the  day  of 
our  Natkmal  Thunk'-giviiig — four  days  later  than 
had  been  intended— has  finished  another  el  its 
remarkable  promenades  and  returnod  to  its  former 
base  between  the  Bapidan  and  the  R  ippohannock, 
where  it  is  now  in  receipt  of  rations  per  the 
Orange  and  Alexandria  railroad  which  is  comple¬ 
ted  to  Rappahannock  Station. 

The  rein  grade  movement  was  commenced  on 
Tuesday,  the  Ist  iustant,  and  there  are  various 
reasons  assigned  for  it— some  holding  that  the 
advance  was  only  intended  to  prevent  the  sending 
of  reinforeemente  to  Longstroet  from  Lee’s  army, 
others  assert  that  the  latter  so  reti-eated  and  in¬ 
trenched  himself  daily  as  to  delay  any  rapid  ad¬ 
vance  on  our  part,  and  at  the  same  time  prevent 
a  general  attaclc,  and  that,  when  finally  confront¬ 
ed,  his  position  and  army  were  too  strong,  and 
our  base  too  distant  to  argue  the  favorable  issue 
of  a  general  attadc.  Still  others  reiterate  that 
this  is  not  the  proper  or  prudent  route  to  Rich¬ 
mond,  and  that  Qen.  Meade  bos  become  fully 
ounvinced  of  it,  and  prefers  via  Urbana  or  the 
Peninsula.  Of  o.iurse  this  unexpected  return  of 
tbe  army  has  set  the  scribblers  all  agog  as  to  what 
will  happen  next,  and  Oen.  Meade  has  already 
been  several  times  superseded  on  paper. 

An  outline  of  the  events  of  this  brief  campaign 
is  all  that  is  necessary :  On  Sotui-day,  2B,  our 
forces  bad  oil  been  concentrated  on  the  east  bank 
of  Mine  Run,  a  stretun  which,  flowing  due  north 
and  south,  intersects  and  crosses  the  plank  road 
leading  into  Orange  Court  House.  To  guard  this 
avenue  to  that  important  point,  Qen.  Lee  disposed 
his  army  on  the  opposite  or  western  bank  of  Mine 
Run,  where  he  was  strongly  posted.  This  Run  is 
only  ten  feet  wide  and  very  shallow,  but  like  the 
Chickahomony  on  the  Peninsula  was  made  formid¬ 
able  by  a  great  depth  of  nud.  Its  western  bank 
is  covered  by  low,  miry,  and  reed  grown  marshes, 
from  the  edges  of  which  the  land  rises  to  a  height 
of  about  one  hundred  feet.  All  of  this  slops  had 
been  assiduously  forlificil  by  the  enemy,  and  its 
summit  was  crowned  by  two  strong  earthworks, 
in  front  of  whioli  an  almost  impenetrable  abattis 
had  been  formed  of  felled  trees,  dense  shrubbery 
and  brush,  and  a  snoceasion  of  deep  pits.  The 
position  Wixs  considered  even  stronger  than  that 
formerly  occupied  by  Qen.  Lee  at  Fredericksbuig. 
On  Sunday  morning  our  whole  army  was  in  poai- 
tipn  on  the  eastern  bank  of  this  stream,  and  tliat 
aflernoon  was  detcrniinod  npon  for  a  general  at¬ 
tack,  the  relative  position  of  our  forces  being  as 
follows  :  Warren  with  the  2d  corps  and  a  division 
of  the  6th  formed  the  left,  the  3d  corps  lield  the 
left  centre,  the  oentre  was  composed  of  two  divi¬ 
sions  of  the  1st  corps,  and  the  right  of  the  6th  and 
two  divisions  of  the  Gth  corps.  The  plan  of  bat¬ 
tle  was  that  Warren  should  commence  the  action 
by  turuing  the  enemy's  light  wing  at  three  o’clock, 
while,  at  the  same  moment  the  6th  and  6th  corps 
under  Sykes  and  Sedgwick  should  attack  his  left, 
and  the  and  l.st  shonld  make  a  demonstration 
on  his  centre.  Everything  was  in  readiness  for 
the  issue  of  battle,  when  the  failure  of  one  of  the 
wings  of  the  army  to  gain  its  position  at  the  criti¬ 
cal  juDcturo  dashed  ail  the  plans  and  rciiderod  a 
postponement  to  another  day  necessary.  Again 
on  Monday  morning  the  order  of  battle  was  form¬ 
ed  with  a  similar  result,  and  the  attau^.was  not 
made.  And  on  Monday  night  a  Council  of  War 
was  held  at  which,  it  is  aaid,  the  facts  wore  de¬ 
monstrated  that  the  enemy  was  intrenched  behind 
very  formidable  earthworks  which  they  were 
every  moment  strengtliening.  The  fearful  loss  it 
would  entail  on  us,  and  the  impos.sibility  of  kuc- 
coiing  our  wounded  before  they  would  perish  with 
the  cold,  in  cise  we  attempted  to  carry  the  rebel 
works  by  iiasault,  were  some  of  the  considerations 
which  induced  the  subsequent  action.  Our  ra¬ 
tions  and  forage  had  nearly  run  out,  and  tho  roads 
were  too  bad  to  allow  further  transportation  from 
our  distant  base  of  aupiilies.  These  weighty  oon- 
siderations,  it  is  claimed,  induoeel  the  Commander 
to  issue  the  order  to  fall  back.  And  ou  Tuesday 
night  tho  army  moved  back  to  its  old  position 
north  of  the  Rapidan,  in  tho  vicinity  of  Brandy 
station. 

The  fiulure  of  one  of  the  wings  of  the  army  to 
come  to  time  booum  to  find  corroboration  in  the 
statement  by  telegram  from  Washington  that 
Mt)j.  Qeneral  French  lias  been  relieved  from  bis 
(omniand;  his  arrest  being  preliminary  to  charges 
of  ruiscondnet  at  Maine  Run. 

Dows  TUX  Coast.— An  order  bos  been  Issued  by 
Gen.  Butler,  jicrmitling  trade  with  Norfolk,  Va., 
under  certain  small  duty  ri-striotions.  Tlie  Gen¬ 
eral  has  also  issued  a  ledgtliy  order  giving  par¬ 
ticular  directions  relative  to  the  enlistment  of 
colored  soldiers,  and  tho  treatment  of  the  colored 
population  generally  wltliin  his  department.  The 
former  are  to  be  placi-d  ns  near  as  may  be  on 
terms  of  equality  with  other  troops,  the  same  uni¬ 
form,  arms,  treatment,  &c.  We  quote  specifica¬ 
tion  thirteen  in  full :  “  Religious,  iiencvolont, 
and  humane  (xirsons  Ifave  oome  into  this  depart¬ 
ment  fur  the  charitable  purpose  of  giving  to  the 
negroes  sooulor  and  religious  instruction,  and  this, 
too,  without  any  adequate  p.ay  or  material  re¬ 
ward.  It  is,  therefore,  ordered  that  every  officer 
and  BokUcr  shall  trout  all  such  persons  with  tho 
utmost  respect ;  shall  aid  them  by  all  proper 
means  in  their  laudable  avocations ;  and  tliat 
transportation  bo  furnished  them  whenever  it 
may  bo  nt'ce.ssary  in  pursuit  of  their  business.’’ 

Advices  from  Charlestm  are  to  the  afternoon 
of  tlie  1st.  Tho  bomb.ardmeut  of  Sumter — the 
week  previous  quite  vigorous  - hofi  about  oeas<ri, 
the  West  wall  being  undcrminerl  and  the  fort 
about  used  up.  'ihe  flag  is  down,  though  the  re¬ 
bels  occasionally  display  a  small  battle-fl.ig  from 
tbe  ruins.  According  to  the  Riolimond  p  ipers, 
early  on  the  morning  of  the  20tb  ult.  we  iiiado  a 
roconnoiasance  in  row  boats,  and  an  attempt  to 
land  a  small  force  near  the  fort,  which  was  frus¬ 
trated  by  the  enemy's  fire.  We  do  not  know 
whether  there  were  any  casualties. 

A  detiichnient  of  nogro  troops  was  lately  sent 
to  the  mainland  near  Pocatalico,  which  brought 
bock  a  few  prisoners  and  a  dooen  negro  recruits, 
and  arc  rcjiorted  to  have  behavoil  creditably  dar¬ 
ing  the  roconnoissance,  impaling  on  their  bayon¬ 
ets  a  doz.'n  bloodhounds  who  were  set  after  them 
by  tho  rebels.  The  slur  upon  Gen.  Gillmore  for 
alleged  ill-treatment  of  ids  negro  trooiw,  is  an¬ 
swered  sufficiently  by  nn  or<jer  of  his  issued  last 
month,  in  which  he  takes  occasion  to  rebuke  the 
officers  of  his  command  “  for  imposing  improper 
labors  upon  colored  troops,”  and  call#  tlieir  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  previous  order,  wherein  the  same  treat¬ 
ment  is  commanded  for  ail,  and  the  same  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  drill  and  instruction. 

At  l.xst  dates  Gen.  Gillmore  was  throwing  shells 
into  the  city  at  the  rate  of  twenty  per  day,  and 
it  was  evident  that  they  were  doing 'considerable 
damj^e.  The  shells  were  sef-n  to  burn  at  night, 
and  it  was  known  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  tho 
town  had  been  removed  to  tho  rear  of  tho  dty. 
On  the  reception  of  the  news  of  Qeneral  Grant’s 
yctorics,  our  army  and  navy  fired  grand  salutes, 
to  winch  tbe  rebels  replied  by  opening  fire,  and 
ati  engagement  ensued,  which  was  in  progress 
wlieu  the  steamer  left.  The  weather  had  been 
stormy  for  a  few  days  past,  and  tho  navy  had 
taken  no  part  in  the  cannonading. 

'i  he  rebels  have  ^un  outraged  the  rifles  of 
warfare  among  tiations.  The  Moultrie  House,  a 
large  building,  once  a  watering-place  hotel,  has 
for  a  long  time  been  decorated  w.ith  the  univer¬ 
sally  respected  hospital  flsg.

17  in  General  Franklin’s  column,  has  been  operat¬ 
ing  in  the  viciHily  of  New  Iberia  (La.,)  and  has 
captured  in  two  encounters  with  monnted  Texas 
and  Louisiana  rebels,  seven  officers,  and  over  one 
hundred  privates.  The  first  fight  occurred  on  the 
mh  and  the  second  on  tb«  2oth  ult.  General 
Bonks,  after  the  capture  and  occupation  of  Cor¬ 
pus  Christi,  on  tho  17 th,  surprised  the  garrison  at 
Arkansas  Pass  Md  forced  its  surrender.  He  took 

18  officers,  90  men,  4  guns,  one  schooner,  and  a 
quantite  of  arms,  ammunition  and  transporta¬ 
tion.  The  commanding  General  is  said  to  be 
quite  seriously  indispoi^.  Our  forces  'are  still 


in  undisturbed  possession  of  Braaos  Island,  Port 
Isabel  and  Brownville. 

Near  the  mouth  of  the  Red  River  on  the  Ifis- 
sissippi  there  would  seem  to  be  a  firmly  estaUWiod 
goerilla  post.  Almost  everr  boat  arriving  from 
above  the  State  lines  is  fired  into  in  that  vicinity. 
Gen.  Dick  Taylor  has  possession  of  a  high,  strong 
position  called  Hog  Point,  and  hasaforoe  of  6,000 
men. 

From  Arkansas  we  have  Intolligonoe  that  the 
Union  moa  are  making  imergetic  efforts  for  the 
return  of  iho  State  to  its  allegianoo.  Conventions 
are  being  held,  loyal  men  are  organising  for  home 
defence,  and  a  mombor  of  the  National  Oongrues 
has  been  elected.  One  of  the  (yonventions  voted 
in  favor  of  Arkansas  as  a  Free  State  after  the  war. 

East  TassB^—We  have  tbe  Joyful  intelli- 
graca  that  this  region  is  now,  for  tbe  first  time 
since  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  entirely  freed 
from  the  formidable  grasp  of  the  insurgents ;  ►  d 
it  is  a  further  gratifioation  to  many  that  fliiiii  iJt 
Burnside  has  had  so  important  on  agency  in  con¬ 
cluding  this  “bigjob,”gloriou8ly  initiated  by  Gen. 
Grant.  He  has  rounded  np  his  eminent  servioee 
in  a  department  which  includes  Ohio,  by  beating 
off  one  of  the  very  ablest  of  rebrf  leaders.  His 
retreat  upon  Knoxville,  and  the  defense  of  that 
place,  were  conducted  in  a  manner  to  enhance 
the  reputation  of  the  best  of  our  generals.  It  will 
be  recollected  that  Longstreet  completed  his  pon¬ 
toon  bridge  over  the  Tennessee  below  Loudon  on 
tho  14Wi  of  November.  The  distance  from  Knox¬ 
ville  was  forty  miles  by  river  ;  thirty-one  by  raU. 
Gen.  Burnside  had  already  ooucentrated  his  foroes, 
and  was  slowly  withdrawing  toward  Knoxville,  as 
the  first  point  capable  of  protracted  defease.  The 
enemy  seem  to  have  entertained  no  doubt  bat 
that  they  should  easily  chose  him  to  Cumberlnod 
Gap,  and  thus  restore  East  Tennessee  to  their 
possession.  From  Loudon  to  Campbeil’s  Station 
— just  hitif  way  to  Knoxville— there  was  slight 
skirmishing,  tbe  enemy  pushing  dose  on  the  rear 
guard.  At  the  Station  oooutrod  the  first  serious 
encounter  on  the  16th  of  Novoinber.  Less  than 
6000  men  were  opposed  to  a  large  part  of  Long- 
street’s  Corps,  reckoned  at  16,000.  Theenomy  was 
twioe  repulsud,  and  Qen.  Burnside  finally  with¬ 
drew  his  line  in  perfect  order,  continuing  his  re¬ 
treat  steadily,  and  aniving  at  Knoxville  with  no 
serious  loss  except  the  destruction  of  part  of  his 
The  casualties  in  the  Oampboll’s  Sta¬ 
tion  fight  amounted  to  384  killed,  wounded,  and 
missing. 

Tbe  defenses  of  Knoxville  were  next  to  nothing 
on  tho  Loudon  road,  on  which  the  enemy  ad¬ 
vanced,  and  after  a  sharp,  retarding  encoanter, 
lasting  tlirough  the  middle  of  the  17th— the 
spades  being  plied  meantime  in  tbe  rear — Long- 
street  sent  a  brigade  forward  to  carry  the  first 
position  with  tbe  bayonet.  Qen.  Handers,  com¬ 
manding  at  that  point,  was  killed,  and  his  troops 
forced  back  to  their  next  line,  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
to  the  rear.  The  anemy  were  too  much  shatter¬ 
ed  to  press  their  advantage,  and  t  le  contest  for 
the  day  ended.  With  the  18th  the  regular  siege 
begins.  The  natural  strength  of  the  position  was 
improved  by  earthworks,  aad  by  flooding  a  largo 
portion  of  tlie  North  side  of  the  town.  ITie  reb¬ 
els,  finding  themselves  unable  to  carry  the  place 
by  assault,  fell  to  constrncting  siege  works  and 
mounting  guns.  An  irregular  fire  from  their  bat¬ 
teries  during  the  first  four  days,  doing  little  dam¬ 
age  however,  was  varied  by  inceseant  skirmishing 
along  the  lines  of  the  rifle-pits.  There  were  un¬ 
important  successes  and  losses  on  both  sklos.  The 
17th  Michigan,  on  the  morning  of  tlie  26th  No¬ 
vember,  made  a  handsome  sortie,  driving  out  tho 
rebels  from  tlie  Armstrong  House,  a  position  dan¬ 
gerously  near  our  flues,  which  tiiey  had  occupied 
with  sharpshooters.  On  the  olher  hand,  the  l^th 
Michigan,  four  days  later,  were  repulsed  in  a 
similar  attempt,  with  considerable  low. 

Longstreet  appears  to  have  made  his  most  de¬ 
termined  assault  on  the  29th,  or  very  early  on  the 
80th,  whon  he  was  finally  aad  signally  ropuleed 
with  a  loss  of  about  one  thousand  in  killed, 
wounded,  and  prisoners.  Meantime  Qon.  Poeter 
was  hurrying  on  witli  troops,  via  the  Cumberland 
Gap,  and  Gen.  Hherman  was  also  pushing  North 
vdth  a  oolumn  from  Grant’s  army.  Foster  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  Gap  on  the  Ist,  and  on  tlio  next 
there  was  an  encounter  between  his  nad  the  rebel 
cavalry,  while  the  former  were  endeavoring  to 
cross  Clinch  river,  two  miles  from  the  Gap.  The 
check  was  quite  severe,  and  we  lost  fifty  men,  but 
captured,  it  is  said,  four  guns. 

At  tho  present  writing' — ^Tuesday — ^Longstroet'e 
retreat  is  officially  confirmed  by  a  dispatch  from 
Gen.  Poster,  from  Tazewell,  Tonn.,  under  date  of 
yesterday,  7th,  and  it  is  confirmed  from  several 
other  sources.  Qen.  Hherman’s  cavalry  ad¬ 
vance  arrived  at  Knoxville  on  the  3d,  which  evi¬ 
dently  accelerated  Longslreet’s  departure,  for  ho 
at  onoo  raised  the  siege  and  moved  Northward  to¬ 
ward  Virginia,  in  the  direction  of  Bristol.  His 
infantry  and  artillery  were  ou  tho  South  side  of 
tho  Holston  river,  while  his  cavalry  were  on  tho 
North  side,  to  cover  that  flank  from  attack.  Tbe 
cavalry  of  Gens.  Sherman  and  Foster  wore  in  vig¬ 
orous  pursuit,  the  former,  it  is  stated,  on 
North  and  tlie  latter  on  the  South  side.  Long- 
street  has  thirty-six  hours  the  start  of  our  forces  | 
on  foot,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  severely 
push  his  army- originally  80,000  strong — before 
they  reach  railroad  connection  with  Richmond — 
said  to  bo  distant  one  hundred  and  thtriy  miles.

of  pnblio  worship,  that  soft  roads  and  threat¬ 
ening  olonds  never  kept  her  at  home.

It  is  but  seldom  that  we  are  permitted  to  wit- 
aeesamore  Btrikiug  exhibition  of  the  power  of 
Divine  Grace  than  was  seen  in  the  last  sickness 
a^  death  of  Miss  Coolidge.  Consecrated  to  God 
by  her  parents  in  infancy,  and  by  them  instructed 
In  the  nootrinee  and  dutiee  of  our  holy  religion, 
she  had  always  manifested  s  deep  interest  in  re- 

About  one  year  ago  she  express¬ 


ed  the  desire  and  purpose  to  unite  with  the  Church 
— of  which  her  father  was  a  ruling  elder — at  tho 
next  quarterly  communion. 

But  before  that  time  came,  the  disease  of  which 
she  died  had  made  such  inro^s  on  her  oonstltu- 
tion  that  she  was  unable  to  leave  her  room.  And 
it  was  soon  apparent  that  she  would  never  be 
able  to  carry  out  her  cherished  dwdre,  to  confess 
Christ  before  the  world.  But  all  who  were  per¬ 
mitted  to  witna-v  her  calm  trapt  in  Christ,  and 
her  uncomplaining  resignation  To  his  will,  during 
months  of  great  bodily  suffering,  could  but  feel 
that  Cbiist  had  ownttl  her  ds  his  own. 

About  two  months  before  her  death,  at  her  re¬ 
quest,  she  was  received  into  the  communion  of 
the  Church.  And  as  she  expresseil  an  earnest  de¬ 
sire  to  partake  of  tho  emblems  of  the  Baviour's 
broken  body  and  shed  blood,  with  her  parents, 
before  she  went  to  “  eat  bread  iu  the  kingdom  of 
God,”  on  Sabbath  aftenioon.  Sept.  27th,  the 
Session,  with  a  few  of  the  members  of  the  Church, 
met  in  her  dek  room,  and  Frances  solemnly 
‘‘subscribed  herself  to  be  the  Lord's,"  and  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  first  and  last  time  the  elements  of 
His  dying  love.  From  that  time  to  her  death, 
her  faith  seemed  to  grow  stronger  and  her  hope 
brighter.  Death  bad  lost  all  its  terrors. 

Her  constant  Language  was  “Whenever  it  is 
my  Heavenly  Father's  will  I  am  ready  to  go.” 
Of  her  approaching  death  she  would  converse 
without  the  least  agitation.  TTiongh  naturally  of 
a  very  diffident  and  retiring  disposition,  yet  on  the 
Bulj^t  of  her  relations  to  Clirist,  her  experience 
of  His  love,  and  her  tiust  iu  His  merits,  she 
would  converse  freely  and  without  reserve,  and 
was  ever  ready  to  commend  Christ  to  ail  who 
called  to  see  her. 

The  last  few  days  of  her  life  were  especially 
bright  and  joyous.  The  Saviour  was  “  w  neor.” 
Two  evenings  before  her  death  it  was  thought  she 
could  ret  live  through  the  night.  She  expressed 
herself  as  exceedingly  h  ippy  iu  the  prospect  of  so 
soon  being  with  the  Saviour.  Without  any  agi¬ 
tation  she  called  her  weeping  pojents,  brothers, 
and  ^ters  around  her  bed,  onrl  separately  bade 
them  an  affectionate  farewell.  To  the  question 
of  her  pastor,  “  Is  tho  S-ivionr  with  you  now  to 
comfort  and  sustain  youf”  she  replied  “O  yes,  I 
feel  that  he  is  vfiy  near.  I  f^eem  to  see  him  all  tho 
time  standiug  with  outsiretehed  arms,  beckoning 
me  to  come  to  him,  and  I  want  to  go.”  A  fe¬ 
male  friend,  pioposing  to  remain  with  the  family 
through  the  night,  remarked  that  it  did  nut 
seem  right  to  leave  them  alone.  Francos  looked 
up,  with  a  heavenly  reliance  beaming  in  her  ooun- 
teiianoo,  aud  replieii  “We  are  not  alone.  Jesus 
is  here.”  On  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  her 
father  said  “  We  hardly  thought  last  uight  that 
you  vrould  b«  with  us  this  morning.”  She  re¬ 
plied  “  My  Saviour  Las  some  work  for  me  to  do 
yet.”  Aud  though  extremely  weak  and  emaci¬ 
ated,  that  and  the  succeeding  day  were  spent  in 
conversing  with  her  schoolmates  and  others  on 
the  interests  of  their  soub. 

But  the  hour  cisne.  At  first  there  8{5cmed  to 
be  great  Wlily  suffering.  “  Is  this  death  f”  she 
asked  of  her  father.  He  said  in  all  probability  it 
was.  Her  voice  was  gradually  failing.  Her  pas¬ 
tor  asked  “  Is  Jesus  with  you  now  ?”  “0  yes,  he 
is  still  very  near.  lie  is  all  my  trust.”  Calling 
in  turn  each  member  of  the  family,  she  tenderly 
embraced  them.  And  then  gently  breathed  out 
her  spirit  to  that  God  that  gave  it.  “  Let  me  die 
the  death  cf  tire  righteous,  aud  let  my  List  end 
be  like  HLs.”  J.  G.  R.

Brother  Censor  is  a  man  of  correct  moral 
conduct.  From  a  large  class  of  vices  none 
can  be  freer  than  he.  He  has  little  inclina¬ 
tion  to  the  wickedness  qr  frivolity  of  society. 
Strong  himself  in  certain  virtues,  he  cannot 
see  how  any  one  can  be  weak  in  these  re¬ 
spects,  and  thus  finds  in  weak  human  nature, 
with  its  various  bents,  subject  for  mnch 
criticism.  Such  is  the  constitution  of  bis 
mind  that  be  has  no  eye  for  beauties  or  ex¬ 
cellencies,  but  a  singularly  acute  vision 
which  detects  defects  and  blemishes.  No¬ 
thing  can  pass  uncriticised  before  his  prac¬ 
tised  eye,  and  while  others  would  find  so 
mnch  to  praise  that  they  would  not  be  in¬ 
clined  to  note  minor  imperfections,  these 
fill  the  greater  space  in  his  regard.  As  a 
church  member  T  cannot  say  of  him  that  he 
is  not  regular  in  his  attendance,  or  that  he 
is  not  a  contributor  to  the  support  of  the 
Gospel,  but  his  fault-finding  spirit  nullifies 
all  that  else  might  be  good  in  bis  character. 
The  pastor  is  under  his  especial  and  con¬ 
stant  care  ;  the  sermons,  prayers,  tones  of 
voice,  manners,  dress,  and  household  econo¬ 
my  of  that  good  man  are  matters  of  table 
talk  in  Censor’s  family,  doubtless  to  the 
edification  of  the  little  Censors,  who  learn 
to  regard  the  minister  as  the  butt  of  socie¬ 
ty,  to  be  laughed  at  and  criticised  without 
restraint.  The  management  of  the  Sunday 
school,  the  choir,  and  the  finances  of  the 
church,  are  fruitful  subjects  for  fault-finding 
in  his  hands.  With  no  shame  at  being 
found  in  the  minority,  even  if  it  be  a  minor¬ 
ity  of  one,  he  opposes  the  measures  of  the 
trustees  and  the  majority  of  the  members 
unsparingly.  He  'has  a  fondness  for  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  parties  who  do  the  things  be 
dislikes  as  “they”;  “they”  don’t  manage 
affairs  properly ;  ‘ '  they’  ’  spend  too  much  mo¬ 
ney”,  or  “they”  don’ t  spend  enough ;  why 
don’ t  ‘  ‘  they’  ’  do  this,  or  why  don’ t  ‘  ‘  they” 
do  that  ?  forgetting  meanwhile  that  he  is  a 
single  individual  in  a  society  which  must  be 
governed  according  to  the  will  of  the  many. 

Brother  Censor  is  opposed  to  fine  church¬ 
es,  they  cost  too  much  ;  to  oratory  from  the 
pulpit,  it  cloaks  the  simple  truth  ;  to  inter¬ 
ludes  on  the  organ,  they  tickle  the  fancy  ; 
to  flowers  on  the  preacher’s  dc.sk,  they  sa¬ 
vor  of  viinity  ;  to  collections  on  the  Sabbath, 
they a  profanation  of  the  House  of  God; 
^%e*Cewing  societies,  they  encourage  the  gos- 
sipping  propensities  of  old  ladies,  and  the 
frivolous  inclinations  of  the  young  people. 
He  is  opposed  to  ail  allusions  in  the  pulpit  to 
the  state  of  the  country,  for  that  is  political 
preaching  ;  to  all  references  to  the  prevail¬ 
ing  sins  of  the  day  or  in  his  church,  for  that 
is  personal  preaching.  He  is  opposed  to 
the  love  of  popularity,  considering  it  a  cry¬ 
ing  evil ;  rather  would  be  have  religion 
wear  the  most  severe  appearance,  for  in  his 
estimation  persecution  and  reproach  are  the 
best  criterions  of  truth  and  usefulness.  Re¬ 
vivals  are  not  according  to  his  taste,  they 
are  too  exciting  and  too  methodistic.  A 
Presbyterian  church  should  be  quiet,  sombre, 
and  respectable  ;  no  spirited  hymns  or  rous¬ 
ing  appeals  should  disturb  the  even  tenor  of 
a  Presbyterian  walk.  In  fact  Censor  is  op¬ 
posed  to  old  things  because  they  are  anti¬ 
quated,  and  to  new  thiqgs  because  they  are 
innovations.  If  he  had  been  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden  his  censorious  deposition  would  not 
have  been  contented.  The  flowers  would 
have  been  too  bright,  the  fruits  too  rich  ; 
its  abundanoe  would  have  been  extrava¬ 
gance,  its  harmonies  discord.  This  brother 
is  censorious  as  to  the  faults  and  imperfec¬ 
tions  of  individuals.  He  has  a  disposition 
rather  to  look  on  the  unfavorable  than  the 
favorable  side  in  the  conduct  of  others,  rather 
to  attribute  bad  motives  tiian  good  ones; 
to  magnify  trifles  rather  than  to  pass  them 
by ;  to  dwell  npon  faults  to  the  exclusion  of 
virtues. 

Sister  Charity  says  of  Brother  Censor  that 


he  is  nervous,  or  a  dyspeptic,  and  perhaps 
she  is  right,  for  without  doubt  a  disordered 
nervous  system  or  a  bad  digestion  may  in 
great  degree  be  answerable  for  such  a  tem¬ 
perament.  But  I  incline  to  think  that  Sis¬ 
ter  Charity  would  have  the  physical  Censor 
bear  the  blame  which  Censor  proper,  t.  e., 
the  heart  and  soul  of  Censor  ought  to  bear. 
Knowing  something  of  his  history,  I  believe 
that  this  disposition  of  his  is  to  be  traced  to 
long  habits  of  indulgence  and  to  an  over¬ 
weening  self- valuation.  Censor’s  digestion 
may  possibly  be  in  a  bad  state,  but  his  heart 
is  in  a  more  serious  condition.  Censor  is 
not  happy.  How  can  he  be  ?  The  happi¬ 
ness  of  life  depends,  to  a  wonderful  extent, 
on  the  little  things  of  which  life  consists  ;  it 
is  manifest  in  kind  looks,  a  mild  eye,  a 
smooth  brow,  a  cheerful  answer,  a  kindly 
interest  in  the  well  being  of  others,  a  peace¬ 
ful,  calm,  contented  disposition.  Censor’s 
course  is  ignoble,  contracted,  mean.  To  ex¬ 
cel  in  his  line  requires  neither  talent  nor 
skill,  but  a  malevolent  temper  and  a  wicked 
heart. 

Censor  is  not  useful  in  society.  The  min¬ 
ister  and  the  active  brethren  feel  that  he  is 
a  dead  weight  upon  the  spirit  and  energy  of 
the  church,  neither  doing  anything  himself 
nor  allowing  any  one  else  to  do  anything; 
finding  fault  with  everything  which  others 
propose  to  do,  but  when  the  labor  is  placed 
on  him,  having  nothing  which  he  can  offer 
as  an  improvement.  He  has  talents  which 
would  render  him  of  service  in  the  vineyard 
of  his  Master,  but  his  irritability,  his  harsh- 
jndging  temper,  prevents  the  good  be  has 
the  ability  to  do.  What  though  ho  give 
money  to  benevolent  objects;  what  though 
be  aid  in  building  churches  and  establishing 
missions  and  asylums  ;  what  though  he  be 
zealous  in  his  advocacy  of  the  principles  of 
orthodoxy  ;  if  he  have  not  that  charity 
which  suffers  long  and  is  kind,  which  thiuk- 
eth  no  evil,  which  beareth  all  things,  be¬ 
lieve  th  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  and 
which  never  faileth,  he  will  be  but  a  stum¬ 
bling-block  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Could  I  reach  the  private  ear  of  Brother 
Censor,  I  would  say:  Go  abroad  a  little 
more  than  you  have  done.  Travel  will  en¬ 
large  your  heart,  waken  it  to  a  kindfier 
judgment  of  men,  to  a  larger  sympathy, 
and  to  greater  forbearance.  By  contact 
with  others  you  will  learn  that  there  are 
widely  different  temperaments,  varied  pecu¬ 
liarities  of  taste  and  habit,  and  that  each 
man'has  his  own  notions,  frailties,  foibles. 
You  will  learn  to  be  prepared  for  differences 
of  opinion  and  varieties  of  disposition,  and 
where  the  differences  are  not  vital,  but  only 
of  secondary  importance,  to  m%ke  conces¬ 
sions  and  yield  your  own  preferences.  You 
judge  harshly  of  the  motives  of  your  breth¬ 
ren  because  you  do  not  know  all  the  reasons 
they  have  for  their  course  ;  you  speak  un¬ 
kindly  because  you  do  not  pause  to  think 
^hat  is  due  to  the  sensibilities  of  others  ; 
you  are  severe  upon  the  notions  of  others 
because  you  do  not  inquire  into  their  origin 
and  grounds.  Go  abroad,  get  out  of  the 
narrow  sphere  in  which  you  have  so  long 
moved,  visit  other  churches,  and  you  will 
make  allowances  which  will  mitigate  the  se¬ 
verity  of  your  judgments,  and  make  conces¬ 
sions  which  will  enable  you  to  live  a  happier 
and  more  useful  life.  And  having  whisper¬ 
ed  [thus,  I  would  add  :  Commune  with  God. 
The  more  elevated  is  your  communion  with 
him  w'ho  is  the  Fouutaifi  of  Love,  the  more 
full  and  rich  will  be  the  streams  of  charity 
issuing  from  yonr  heart,  driving  out  its  sel¬ 
fishness,  and  cheering  and  blessing  all 
around  yon.  Aulen.

A  SUBPEISE  VISIT. 

A  very  pleasant  affair  occurred  at  the 
parsonage  of  the  Tresbyterian  Church  in 
Delhi,  on  the  evening  of  our  national 
Thanksgiving.  Rev.  Theodore  F.  White, 
the  pastor,  after  the  public  services  of  the 
day,  accepted  an  invitation  with  his  family 
to  dine  with  one  of  his  elders.  During  his 
absence  from  home  his  congregation  made  a 
“flank  movement”  on  the  parsonage,  tak¬ 
ing  full  possession  of  the  premises  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  lawful  oc¬ 
cupants.  On  the  return  at  evening,  the 
out-generaled  pastor  found  it  both  needful 
and  agreeable  ‘  *  to  surrender  at  discretion.  ’  ’ 

After  a  brief  social  visit.  Judge  Hatha¬ 
way  presented  Mr.  White  with  a  roll  of 
bills  accompanied  by  this  laconic  address  : 

‘  ‘  Dear  Sir :  Please  accept  this  sum  of 
money  from  the  members  of  /our  congrega¬ 
tion  as  a  slight  token  of  their  appreciation 
of  faithful  preaching  ani  loyal  teaching.’* 

Mr.  White’s  reply  was  the  expression  of 
a  man  taken  captive  by  the  magnanimity 
of  his  people.  The  value  in  money  realized 
by  this  “surprise”  was  between  two  and 
I  three  hundred  dollars  ;  but  the  value  of  sus¬ 
taining  sympathy  and  confidence  in  these 
times  of  pulpit  trimming  and  inflated  cur¬ 
rency  was  beyond  all  price.  Ministers’  sala¬ 
ries  are  much  depreciated  by  a  depreciated 
currency,  and  the  great  mass  of  ministers^ 
are  struggling  to  live  as  they  never  strug¬ 
gled  before,  while  their  people  are  prosper¬ 
ing  in  wealth  as  they  never  prospered  be¬ 
fore.  In  the  midst  of  fulness,  the  minister 
has  never  found  it  so  difiicalt  to  procure  | 
food  and  raiment  for  his  household  ;  and 
when  one  Church  has  responded  to  this  de¬ 
mand  without  a  formal  “  drumming  up”  for 
a  “  donation  visit”  it  is  worthy  to  be  put 
on  record.  lasti^i  •  ^  I;  liiuj  the  min¬ 


ister  with  the  reflection  that  he’  is  a  Church 
pauper,  whose  people  gather  by  invitation 
with  their  charities  to  keep  him  from  starv¬ 
ing,  snch  a  “surprise”  is  a  spontaneous 
outflow  which  lifts  up  both  minister  and 
people  into  that  reciprocal  Christian  life 
which  is  the  expression  of  good  sense,  with- 
ont  the  wounding  of  a  fine  sensibility.  This 
example  may  remind  other  churches  how 
they  can  promote  their  own  best  good  by 
those  acts  of  kindness  which  tend  to  strength¬ 
en  the  bonds  and  encourage  the  hearts  of 
Christ’s  servants  in  this  time  of  their  press¬ 
ing  needs.  Seneca.

KB.  DAVID  SIXVXXS. 

The  numerous  circle  of  Christian  friends 
whose  hearts  have  been  touched  by  the  an-  ■ 
nouncement  of  the  death  of  our  esteemed 
brother,  David  Stevens,  will  be  pleased  to 
know  that  he  died  as  he  had  lived,  ib  the 
calm  and  assured  hope  of  a  blessed  immor¬ 
tality.  Like  Paul,  “he  knew  whom  he  had 
believed,  and  trusted  that  He  was  able  to 
keep  that  which  he  had  committed  to  Him, 
against  that  day.”  For  him  the  shades 
of  the  “dark  valley”  had  no  gloom  ;  he 
trod  it  with  unfaltering  steps,  for  faith  was 
to  him  ‘  ‘  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for, 
and  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen.” 
“  The  red  and  staff  of  his  Divine  Shepherd 
comforted  him.” 

Disease  wrought  its  fated  work  in  his 
frail  body,  by  a  progression  so  very  gradual 
as  to  be  hardly  perceptible  :  his  strength  de- ' 
cayed  as  the  day  declines.  Those  who  were 
associated  with  him  in  labors  of  love,  among- 
our  pnblic  institutions,  and  in  other  spheres, 
well  remember  how,  for  months  before  his 
death,  he  wended  his  way,  with  weary  steps 
and  slow,  along  his  walks  of  nsefulness. 
We  have  all  observed  how  often  the  hand 
of  some  Christian  brother  was  extended  for 
his  support,  as  we  entered  or  left  the  small 
boat  that  was  to  convey  us  to  the  Islands 
where  he  loved  to  go  on  the  Sabbath,  to 
counsel  and  pray  with  the  guilty  and  wretch¬ 
ed.  A  year  or  two  since  he  seemed  to  us 
to  have  reached  that  stage  of  advanced 
years  and  physical  debility,  where,  if  ^ever, 
it  is  allowable  to  recline  for  a  time  on  the 
banks  of  the  stream  we  are  so  soon  to  cross  ; 
but  his  loving  heart  sought  no  repose,  nor 
would  submit  to  the  irresistible  law  of  de¬ 
cay,  till  his  feeble  limbs  positively  refused 
to  bear  him  farther.  It  was  offecting  to 
see  him,  even  while  engaged  in  active  duties 
abroad,  slowly  laboring  up  the  stairs  to  his 
private  apartment.  Some  w'eeks  before  ho 
died  this  became  too  much  for  his  wasted 
strength.  Soon  he  ceased  to  walk,  or  even 
to  stand  in  his  room.  Still  he  lingered  sev¬ 
eral  weeks,  oscillating,  as  it  seemed,  be¬ 
tween  life  and  death,  os  the  blaze  of  the 
wasted  candle  lingers  flickering  in  its  socket. 

His  sufferings  from  soreness,  inflammation, 
and  extreme  nervous  sensibility  increased  as 
he  drew  near  his  end  ;  but  the  effect  of  the 
furnace  was  only  to  give  new  lustre  to  the 
passive  virtues  of  bis  character.  Without 
irritation,  without  a  word  of  repining  or  im¬ 
patience,  he  endured  the  last  severe  chas¬ 
tening  of  his  Father’s  hand,  saying  “Not 
my  will,  but  thine  be  done.”  Once,  though 
in  the  tone  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit,  he  ask¬ 
ed  one  who  stood  by  his  bedside  if  he  did 
not  think  he  was  almost  home.  There 
seemed  not  to  rest  upon  his  soul  the  least 
shadow  of  a  cloud.  Ilis  prospect  seemed 
perfectly  bright,  but  he  was  never  in  rap¬ 
tures,  for  his  was  very  far  from  being  a  mer¬ 
curial  temperament.  On  being  asked  if  be 
had  any  particular  request  to  offer  to  God, 
through  the  lips  of  another — if  he  had  no 
spiritual  trouble — if  all  was  peace  within, 
he  replied  “Yes,  I  believe  so.” 

Thus  consistently  ended  the  course, 
throughout  which  our  brother  witnessed  a 
good  profession.  With  him  the  conflict  is 
now  over,  and  he  is  at  rest — the  weary  Pil¬ 
grim  is  at  rest. 

His  character  and  life  may  suggest  some¬ 
thing  for  our  future  reflection.  B.  L. 

NEW  TOBK  FOBT  SOCIETY'S  CHUBCH. 

Extract  from  the  Ko&thly  Beport  of  the  Pastor. 

Last  Communion  was  a  precious  season 
of  grace  and  enjoyment.  We  received  seven 
persons  into  full  Chnrch  fellowship.  AiQong 
them  was  a  ‘‘’longshoreman.”  His  own  ac¬ 
count  was  that  his  little  children  attended 
onr  Sabbath  school,  and  there  learned  to 
pray,  but  he  had  lived  a  very  wicked  life, 
was  a  blasphemer,  and  everything  that  was 
bad;  but  when  he  Heard  his  children  pray, 
conviction  flashed  npon  his  heart ;  the 
thought  that  he  had  lived  more  than  forty 
years  without  prayer  to  God,  and  that  his 
children  could  pray,  was  more  than  he 
could  bear,  and  he  sought  a  place  to  weep, 
but  found  no  peace  till  he  found  it  in  Christ 
Jesus,  and  ho  now  has  great  delight  in 
coming  with  his  children  to  the  Sabbath 
school. 

I  have  preached  three  times  daring  the 
month  on  the  receiving-ship  North  Carolina, 
where  an  increasing  religious  interest  is 
clearly  manifest.  The  last  time  I  called  for 
an  expression  at  the  close  of  the  sermon,  a 
very  large  number  rose  for  prayer. 

I  have  not  as  yet,  for  want  of  means  to 
hire  a  room,  commenced  preaching  on  the 
North  River  side.  I  trust  the  Lord  will  soon 
furnish  ns  the  means  to  open  a  Mission  in 
that  quarter.  A  part  of  my  labors  for  the 
month  are  10  sermons  preached,  33  address¬ 
es  in  religious  meetings,  41  visits  to  the 
sick,  30  to  vessels,  231  seamen  conversed 
and  prayed  with,  received  304  calls,  and 
distributed  1200  pages  of  tracts,  and  19 
volumes. 


Cit|!  |!ms. 

Ihe  Observer's  senior  Editor  paid  a  visit 
to  the  Orphan  Asylom  for  Colored  Children 
(now  temporarily  at  Washington  Heights) 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  writes  thereof  as 
follows  : — 

The  Asylum  was  built  on  the  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue,  just  above  the  Reservoir,  and  was  fill¬ 
ed  with  children  when  the  brutal  rioters  in 
July  last,  to  their  deep  disgrace,  destroyed 
it.  There  was  a  proposal  made  by  some  of 
our  Irish  fellow  citizens  to  raise  the  money 
among  themselves  to  rebuild  the  edifice  ;  but 
it  ended  in  smoke,  as  we  knew  it  would. 
Such  people  tear  down,  but  never  build  up. 
But  these  poor  orphans  were  driven  out  in¬ 
to  the  streets  of  the  city,  the  furniture  of 
the  bouse  destroyed,  and  the  noble  edifice 
burnt  to  the  ground,  in  broad  daylight,  in 
the  middle  of  the  year  of  our  Lord  I8G3  I 
For  a  few  weeks  the  children  were  cared 
for  in  some  of  the  public  buildings  over  on 
the  Island  where  several  of  our  public  char¬ 
ities  have  their  asylums.  At  length  the 
managers  obtained  a  lease  of  a  large  man¬ 
sion  at  Washington  Heights. 

It  was  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  friends  of 
the  250  children  had  provided  for  them  a 
dinner  suitable  to  the  occasion.  Thirty-six 
turkeys,  with  cranberry  sauce,  and  the  ne¬ 
cessary  trimmings,  had  been  sent ;  and  when 
we  arrived,  the  children  were  all  at  the  ta¬ 
ble  down-stairs,  enjoying  this  glorious  din¬ 
ner.  We  found  them  there,  standing  up  ot 
the  loaded  tables,  and  munching  these  good 
things  with  a  will.  There  was  something 
amusing  in  the  scene.  For  while  we  pity 
the  orphan,  it  was  delightful  to  see  them 
doing  so  well,  and  diverting  to  see  the  way 
they  did  it.  Some  of  them  did  not  care  for 
turkey,  and  passed  their  portion  to  the  next 
who  were  competent  to  n  donble  mess.  A 
red  apple  was  at  each  one’s  plite,  and  then 
came  an  orange  and  packet  of  candy  for 
each  ;  and  when  their  stomachs  and  pockets 
were  filled  (for  they  carried  off  what  they 
could  not  eat),  the  whole  company  of  or¬ 
phans  folded  their  hands,  shut  their  eyes, 
and  returned  thanks  by  singing  together  the 
doxology  ‘  ‘  Praise  God  from  whom  all  bless¬ 
ings  flow,”  «fec. 

In  another  room  was  the  nursery,  where 
the  babes  of  two  and  three  years  old  were 
sitting  on  low  benches  around  a  low  table, 
actually  eating  the  turkey  and  potatoes  with 
the  same  good  will  as  the  larger  ones. 
When  they  wanted  more,  they  lifted  up  a 
little  hand  as  a  signal,  and  a  kind  nurse  in¬ 
stantly  supplied  their  want.  In  an  upper 
room  we  found  a  hospital  where  the  sick  were 
kindly  cared  for.  .  .  .  After  dinner,  we 
walked  out  into  the  elegant  grounds,  and 
then  into  the  Bowling  saloon.  No  nine  pins 
are  bowled  at  now,  bnt  the  long  building  is 
filled  with  desks  and  seats,  and  here  the 
children  daily  gather  to  receive  instruction. 
A  number  of  faithful  and  capable  young  la¬ 
dies  devote  their  time  to  this  self-denying 
work.  Now  the  children  came  in,  many  of 
them  still  eating  their  apples,  and  speedily 
filled  up  the  seats.  Then  they  sang  in  con¬ 
cert  their  familiar  and  beautiful  songs. 
Their  voides  are  richer  and  smoother  than 
those  of  the  same  number  of  white  children, 
and  they  take  to  singing  more  naturally. 

This  Asylum  receives  an  annual  appro¬ 
priation  of  $2,000  from  the  State,  and  about 
the  .same  from  the  School  Fund  of  the  City, 
and  for  the  remainder  of  its  support  it  is 
dependent  on  private  charities.  Miss  Shot- 
well  is  one  of  the  leading  spirits  iu  the  noble 
enterprise,  and  she  finds  iu  this  work  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  doing  good,  which  is  the  object 
of  her  life.  I  should  think  the  house  well 
managed  by  the  superintendent,  matron, 
nurses,  teachers,  Ac. ,  who  appeared  to  take 
a  genuine  interest  in  the  charge. 

The  Chronicle  is  somewhat  severe  on 
“  Sectarian  Assumption”  : 

The  Baptist  Churches  of  Boston  were  in¬ 
vited  Sabbath  before  last  in  the  evening,  to 
hear  a  sermon  in  the  Tremoiit  Temple  from 
Dr.  John  Cotton  Smith,  of  New  York,  prov¬ 
ing  the  “Protestantism  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.”  This  was  cool.  Will  Dr.  Stow, 
of  Boston,  be  so  good  as  to  invite  all  the 
Episcopal  Churches  of  New  York  to  hear  a 
discourse  from  him  some  Sunday  evening  at 
his  own  convenience,  proving  that  the  Bap¬ 
tists  are  the  only  successors  of  the  A  postles  ? 
Such  a  scene  as  the  Bishop  and  his  clergy, 
with  a  large  sprinkling  of  the  vestrymen  of 
New  York  sitting  at  Dr.  Stow’s  feet,  to 
learn  about  Baptist  Apostolic  succession, 
will  be  of  a  piece  with  this  invitation  of  the 
New  York  Divine  in  Boston.  We  hope 
some  keen  literary  intellect  will  yet  arise  to 
write  a  book  on  the  “Impudence  of  Sec¬ 
tarianism.”  Who  will  do  this,  and  thus 
set  the  conduct  of  this  member  of  the  Smith 
family  in  its  true  light. 

The  Examiner  thus  philosophizes  concern¬ 
ing  “The  Fuel  Famine”  : 

A  wealthy  Christian  banker  (as  such  I 
there  be  )  once  remarked,  in  a  circle  that  was 
bemoaning  the  prospective  sufferings  of  the 
poor,  that  he  had  always  observed  when 
fuel  was  high  that  the  Winter  was  mild.  It 
does  not  seem  unlikely  that  God  should 
temper  the  season  to  his  poor  ;  but  how¬ 
ever  the  general  fact  may  be,  the  course  of 
things  this  year  is  remarkable  in  this  re¬ 
spect.  Coal,  upon  which  all  the  cities  de¬ 
pend,  has  advanced  at  a  steady  and  fright¬ 
ful  rate  ever  since  the  first  shipments  to 
market  last  Spring — having  reached,  at  the 
present  time,  the  unprecedented  prices  at 
retail,  of  eleven  dollars  a  ton  for  the  best 
(juality  Anthracite,  and  twenty  dollars  for 
Cannel.  But  the  season  has  continued  so 
warm  and  open,  that  the  consumption — by 
those  who  feel  the  need  of  economy — is  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  one- half  the  quantity 
that  is  usual  at  this  time  of  year.  Consumers 
who  usually  buy  one  or  two  tons  at  once, 
now  buy  half  a  ton,  and  dealers,  instead  of 
selling  twenty  or  thirty  tons  a  day,  find 
their  deliveries  amounting  to  five  or  ten 
tons.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  whole¬ 
sale  men  and  large  companies  are  now  forced 
to  yield  in  their  prices,  and  we  have  the 
pleasure  of  recording  an  actual  fall,  during 
the  past  week,  of  a  dollar  to  a  dollar  and  a 
half,  in  their  hands.  They  say  that 
“  nothing  can  save  the  price  of  coal  but  im¬ 
mediate  and  very  sharp  Winter  weather.” 

We  say,  heartily,  that  the  price  is  not 
worth  saving,  and  we  hail  the  mild  season, 
without  a  particle  of  superstition,  as  plainly 


providential.  These  coal-mining  and  wholes 
Baling  gentry  have  greatly  enriched  them¬ 
selves  daring  the  past  two  years — unduly,  as 
respects  the  proportion  of  gain  with  other 
branches  of  trade.  The  three  great  An¬ 
thracite  companies,  the  Delaware  and  Hud¬ 
son,  the  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Scranton, 
are  said  to  be  realizing,  this  year,  profits 
enough  to  make  twenty- five  per  cent,  divi¬ 
dends — a  statement  by  no  means  improbable. 
God  cares  not  for  the  distending  of  their 
pockets  ;  but  he  does  care  for  the  poor,  and 
he  controls  the  elements.  Let  no  man  fear.

THE  CONDI  riON  OF  MEXICO. 

Subject  for  Prayer  to  Christiaae  of  the  Baited  States. 

[A  paper  read  at  a  late  Montbly  Couoert  In  St  Lonis. 
By  Ber.  Henry  A.  Nelson,  D.D.] 

Beyond  the  limits  of  onr  own  country, 
whose  fearful  struggle  still  engages  the  so¬ 
licitude  of  Its  people,  and  the  debp  interest 
of  all  mankind,  there  is  no  other  land  to 
which  it  is  natural  for  ns  to  look  with  more 
interest  than  to  that  which  joins  ns  on  our 
Southwestern  border. 

Mexico  having  thrown  off  the  yoke  of 
Spain,  much  more  recently  than  onr  country 
became  independent,  was  not  as  successful 
as  our  country  in  establishing  a  stable  gov¬ 
ernment,  but  has  been  the  scene  of  many 
revolutions,  and  of  habitual  civil  strife. 
The  unhappy  consequences  of  those  inter¬ 
nal  dissontions  and  frequent  revolutions, 
have  often  been  appropriately  cited  as  warn¬ 
ings  to  us  against  all  tendenoies  to  disunion, 
and  as  incentives  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
spirit  of  harmony  among  our  States  and  peo¬ 
ple.  Would  to  God  that  these  warnings  and 
exhortations  of  our  wisest  and  most  revered 
statesmen  had  been  more  influential. 

Although  there  have  been  some  disputes 
between  the  Mexican  government  and  our 
own,  such  as  are  apt  to  arise  between  neigh¬ 
boring  nations,  and  although,  in  one  in¬ 
stance,  we  were  at  war,  nevertheless  there 
has  generally  prevailed  between  the  two  na¬ 
tions  a  friendly  disposition,  and  we  have 
been  regarded  as  having  a  common  interest 
in  the  cause  of  American  independence  of 
European  power,  and  also  in  the  cause  of 
Republican  Liberty. 

The  well  known  sentiments  of  our  Govern¬ 
ment  and  people  in  opposition  to  any  sort 
of  European  dictation  in  American  affairs, 
have  constituted  a  powerful  guaranty  of 
Mexican  independence. 

How  necessary  was  that  guaranty,  is  now 
mournfully  evident.  Our  country’s  internal 
troubles,  for  the  time  occupying  all  her  re¬ 
sources,  the  opportunity  has  been  seized  by 
an  unscrupulous  European  despot  to  subju¬ 
gate  Mexico  ;  and  now  an  Austrian  Prince 
is  about  to  be  seated  on  the  imperial  throne 
erected  on  the  ruins  of  the  Mexican  Repub¬ 
lic.  This  has  been  accomplished  with  the 
usual  craft,  and  duplicity,  and  despatch  of 
that  wily  usurper. 

As  a  nation,  we  are  powerless  to  prevent, 
or  even  to  hinder  the  consummation  of  this 
scheme.  God,  in  His  mysterious  provi¬ 
dence,  has  permitted  this  scheme  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful. 

As  a  dispensation  of  Providence,  it  be¬ 
hooves  us  to  accept  it  submissively,  and  to 
trust  that  God  will  turn  it  to  good  account 
for  the  advancement  of  His  own  kingdom 
of  righteousness  and  truth. 

It  must,  I  believe,  be  admitted  that  the 
Mexican  people  have  not  been  successful  in 
ilteir  experiment  of  republican  government; 
have  not  given  any  clear  demonstration  of 
their  ability,  under  free  institutions,  to 
combine  liberty  with  order  and  stable  gov¬ 
ernment.  God  has  given  them  a  master, 
let  us  pray  that  under  His  restraining  provi¬ 
dence,  or  the  influences  of  His  grace,  that 
Master  may  so  rule  them  as  best  to  prepare 
them  for  the  future  enjoyment  of  well  regu¬ 
lated  liberty. 

Doubtless  one  of  the  most  dangerous  of 
our  national  impulses  is  the  lust  for  territo¬ 
rial  expansion.  Our  tendency  has  been  to 
seek  for  such  expansion  Southward.'  Was 
it  necessary  to  check  this  tendency  by  the 
erection  and  consolidation  there  of  a  more 
formidable  ijower  than  ha.s  heretofore  exist¬ 
ed  ?  Let  us  not  refuse  this  rebuke  and  this 
humiliation  if  God  has  appointed  it  for  ns. 

It  is  evident  that  this  revolution  is  effect¬ 
ed  in  Mexico  by  the  military  force  of  France 
iu  the  interest  of  the  Papal  Hierarchy.  A 
few  years  ago  this  French  Emperor  was  at 
war  with  Austria,  apparently  in  the  interest 
of  Italian  liberty.  He  suddenly  stopped  short 
of  completing  the  work  which  we  hoped  he 
had  undertaken,  and  lately  has  protected 
the  Pope  against  the  Italians,  upholding  his 
throne  to  the  exclusion  of  the  kingdom  of 
Italy  from  its  proper  oapitah  Now  he  con¬ 
quers  an  American  republic,  transforms  it 
into  an  empire,  and  gives  its  crown  to  a 
prince  of  the  House  of  Austria.  Will.he 
thus  heal  the  wound  inflicted  on  that  power 
by  the  blows  that  he  struck  for  Italy  ?  Is 
he  aiming  to  prepare  for  himself  an  ally  in 
the  Mexican  Emperor,  to  whom  the  tie  of 
consanguinity  would  secure  Austria  as  an 
ally  also,  in  the  straggle  to  recover  to  his 
own  crolfn  the  vast  territory  ceded  by  the 
flrst  Napoleon  to  the  United  States  ?  Does 
he,  in  his  ambitious  dream,  hear  the  shout 
“  Vive  I’Empereur  ”  in  the  streets  of  New 
Orleans,  and  see  his  French  colors  flying 
on  the  Missouri  ?  Has  he  some  other  papal 
Prince  whom  ho  desires  4o  crown  king  of 
Texas,  while  he  sends  his  own  flag  to  the 
Pacifle  coast,  and  provides  for  his  exchequer 
by  possessing  those  mineral  regions  with 
which  he  is  said  to  be  better  acquainted  than 
most  men  ? 

In  his  schemes  for  the  consolidation  and 
aggrandizement  of  the  papal  power,  and 
keeping  it  subservient  to  his  own  ambition, 
is  he  counting  on  the  sympathy  of  the  large 
papal  element  of  our  population  ?  Does  he 
believe  that  secessionism  is  not  a  local  or 
sectional  disease,  but  that  its  poison  is  so 
diffused  through  the  whole  body  of  our  re¬ 
public  that  It  is  about  to  perish  ?  And  is  he 
seeking  to  plMe  himself  ^  and  his  popish  al¬ 
lies  in  readiness  to  dispose,  as  they  like,  of 
the  dead  republic’s  domain  ? 


Is  he,  like  his  great  predecessor,  embark¬ 
ing  in  schemes  of  conquest  in  which  he  will 
ere  long  meet  with  disaster  and  overthrow, 
liberating  the  world  from  the  dread  of  him, 
and  making  way  for  liberty  to  revive  in  his 
own  country,  chastened  and  made  wise  and 
sober  by  the  schooling  of  despotism  ?  In 
order  to  that  overthrow  and  the  general 
breaking  down  of  the  forces  of  despotism, 
is  it  ordained  that  our  country,  recovered 
from  disunion,  disciplined  and  sobered  by 
adversity,  and  having  become  a  mighty 
warlike  power,  should  encounter  the  com¬ 
bined  forces  of  despotism ;  and,  after  a 
bloody  struggle  such  as  the  world  has  never 
seen,  win  the  day  for  the  cause  of  orderly 
liberty  throughout  the  world?  Is  the 
course  of  events  preparing  this  great  strug¬ 
gle  for  our  country,  and  preparing  our  coun¬ 
try  for  this  struggle  in  the  not  very  distant 
future  ? 

I  have  no  confldent  answer  to  give  to 
these  questions ;  and  yet  I  do  not  think 
them  idle  questions,  nor  inappropriate  to  tbfa 
occasion.  Some  of  them  point  to  possibilities 
in  a  future  which,  I  cannot  doubt,  is  big 
with  events  no  less  wonderful  than  the  reali¬ 
zation  of  these  would  be. 

There  are  thoughtful  and  wise  men  who 
think  it  not  improbable  that  onr  present 
civil  war  is  training  and  preparing  our 
nation,  and  developing  its  resources,  for 
some  yet  grander  and  mightier  conflict,  and 
that  that  conflict  is  likely  to  be  in  behalf  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  liberty  against 
the  combined  forces  of  civil  and  hierarchical 
despotism. 

It  is  natural  for  ns  to  anticipate  for  our 
country,  in  such  a  conflict,  the  foremost 
place  in  the  championship  for  freedom ; 
aud  doubtless  bur  fore-casting  of  the  future 
is  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  partiality  of 
our  patoiotism. 

We  must  not  indulge  national  vanity  in 
such  speonlations.  We  must  not  assume 
that  our  country’s  glory  is  essential  to  the 
fulfllment  of  the  plans  of  God.  We  must 
not  forget  that  doubtless  onr  sins  have  de¬ 
served  the  destruction  of  onr  nationality,  as 
fearfully  as  our  most  envious  or  most  mali-  ' 
ciouB  foes  have  plotted  it.  Yet  guarding  our¬ 
selves  against  national  vanity,  and  humbly 
submitting  onr  country,  as  ourselves, toGod’s 
righteous  sovereign  disposal,  we  have  good 
reasons  for  hoping,  and  surely  ought  per- 
severingly  to  pray,  that  our  country,  saved 
and  purified — pnrifled  by  Are — may  have 
assigned  to  her  a  noble  aud  glorious  work, 
in  the  interest  of  righteousness,  and  truth, 
and  liberty. 

Meanwhile  our  neighbor  Republic  passea 
under  the  yoke — the  policy  of  European 
despotism  gains  a  powerful  foot-hold  on  this 
continent — we  are,  for  the  time,  powerless 
to  enforce  our  proud  American  policy  of  pre¬ 
serving  this  continent  for  the  development 
of  free  government.  Our  famed  “Monroe 
doctrine  ”  gives  the  usurper  little  concern. 
Probably  he  desires  to  demonstrate  its 
futility  in  the  eyes  of  the  nations. 

How  should  we  now  pray  for  Mexico? 
God  is  abls  to  rouse  her  people,  and  nerve 
them  to  reject  the  choice  of  their  so-called 
“notables,”  and  send  away  the  Austrian 
and  his  French  supporters,  with  exemplary 
defeat  and  repulse.  It  does  not,  however,* 
now  seem  probable  that  this  is  His  will. 
He  has  seen  flt  to  give  the  invaders  such 
success  as  seems  to  indicate  His  purpose  to 
let  the  new  Empire  be  established.  He  can, 
however,  give  it  a  short  life,  or  (since  he 
holds  the  hearts  of  rulers  in  His  hand).  He 
can  dispose  Maximilian  to  such  a  policy  of 
government  as  will  be  most  for  the  welfare 
of  his  subjects.  For  this  certainly  it  is  right 
that  we  should  pray. 

If  there  is  such  plotting  and  such  com¬ 
bination,  as  we  suspect,  in  behalf  of  the 
Popish  powers,  if  a  great  and  formidable 
plot  is  weaving,  to  restore  the  power  of  the 
Papal  beast  to  more  than  its  ancient  supre¬ 
macy  in  the  world,  certainly  God  alone  can 
defeat  it,  and  turn  it  into  confusion.  We 
have  reason  to  pray  very  earnestly  for  this.  ‘ 

The  people  of  Mexico  need  the  GospeL 
There  must  be  a  work  of  evangelization  to 
bo  done  there! ;  and  by  whom  can  it  better 
bo  done  than  by  the  Protestant  Ohristians 
of  the  United  States  ? 

God  can  open  the  doors  of  Mexico  to  His 
Gospel.  Shall  we  not  earnestly  pray  that 
He  will  do  so  ? — that  He  will  overrule  the 
political  events  which  seem  to  us  so  unhap¬ 
py,  in  such  a  way  as  will  give  free  coarse  to 
His  word  in  that  country  ? 

Certainly  Mexico  ought  to  have  a  promi¬ 
nent  place  in  our  prayers.  If  in  remember¬ 
ing  it  before  God,  our  own  sinful  delinquen¬ 
cies  are  brought  to  mind,  and  we  are 
humbled  on  account  of  them,  it  will  be  well. 

While  we  pray  Him  to  forgive  and  spare 
ns— to  save  our  dear  country  from  dissolu¬ 
tion,  and  to  prepare  it  for  a  career  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  usefulness,  let  ns  also  remember 
the  neighboring  nation,  and  seek  for  its 
people  all  the  blessings  which  we  desire  for 
ourselves.  Especially  let  ns  pray  that  we 
may  be  ready  to  do  all  our  duty  to  that  peo¬ 
ple  ;  and  that,  whether  by  us  or  whatever 
other  instruments.  He  will  cause  the  light 
of  His  pure  Gospel  to  shine  in  upon  them, 
and  its  hely  truth  to  make  them  free  indeed.

The  illustrations  of 
the  first  volume  will  attract  the  attention  of  the 
younger  members  of  the  family. 

Th*  Fbeedmen  on  the  Misbibsitpi.— Ad- 
jntont-General  Thomas  makes  a  brief  bnt 
highly  satisfactory  report  respecting  the  re- 
snlts  of  freed  labor  on  Sontheru  plantations. 
The  system  initiated  by  him  in  the  Spring, 
was  not  pat  into  elTectaal  operation  till  two 
months  after  the  usual  season  for  planting 
cotton.  This  fact,  and  the  exposure  of  the 
crops  to  the  depredations  of  rebel  raiders, 
greatly  increased  the  difficulties  of  agricul¬ 
ture.  Some  time  was  also  consumed  iu  col¬ 
lecting  the  negroes  and  inducing  them  to 
recommence  work.  As  a  coasequence  not 
more  than  one-half  the  plantations  were 
tilled  at  all,  while  iu  a  portion  of  the  resi¬ 
due  weeds  were  suffered  to  overtop  the  corn 
and  cotton.  All  the  late  cotton  was  attack¬ 
ed  by  the  army  worm,  which  destroyed  from 
one-fourth  to  one-third  of  the  crop.  Not¬ 
withstanding  these  embarrassments,  each 
one  of  the  lessees  will,  derive  a  profit  Ail 
are  satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  experi¬ 
ment,  and  desire  to  re  lease  for  another 
year.  The  negro  lessees,  of  whom  there 
are  about  fifteen,  succeeded  better  than  the 
white,  raising  more  cotton  and  of  superior 
quality,  their  success  being  due  to  more 
thorough  acquaintance  with  the  business. 
Some  of  the  negroes  employed  their  feilow- 
freedmen,  the  wages  being  regulated  by  a 
scale  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  commis¬ 
sioners.  The  laborers  have  been  better  fed 
than  in  their  previous  condition,  and  schools 
have  been  established  among  them.  Gen¬ 
erally  the  freedmea  prefer  working  for 
Northern  men,  whom  they  regard  as  friends. 
General  Thomas  says  that  the  net  proceeds 
on  the  plantations  cultivated  by  freedmeu 
under  Northern  direction,  with  compensa¬ 
tion  paid  to  the  laborer,  will,  other  things 
being  equal,  exceed  the  receipts  formerly 
derived  under  the  servile  system.  The 
blacks  are  quite  contented.  A  significant 
fact  connected  with  the  arrangement  is  the 
complete  protection  of  the  country  lined 
with  these  plantations,  and  extenuing^for 
seventy-five  miles  above  Vicksburg,  from 
the  erection  of  rebel  batteries  for  the  an¬ 
noyance  of  onr  transports. 

J.  A.  Ware  writes  to  the  Tie  Aete  York  Times  an 
account  of  his  visit  to  some  plantatioDs  on  ttic 
Mississippi  above  New  Orleans,  leased  of  the  Gov-  ' 
ernment  by  a  Yankee  iiatncd  Brott,  and  cultiva¬ 
ted  by  the  freed  negroes  with  wages  as  the  only 
motive  jiower.  The  experiment  is  wholly  success¬ 
ful,  as  the  following  statements  show:  “Tlie 
overseer  is  Mr.  Keenan,  born  in  Illinois,  of  Irish 
parents,  and  resident  iu  tliis  country  for  about 
twenty  years  past.  He  manages  the  bands  very 
mud)  os  he  did  slaves,  but  he  says  that  under  tlic 
impulse  of  freedom,  tlicy  produce  aiiout  one- 
third  more  than  they  did  under  tlie  old  systom. 
The  negroes  rise  at  4  o'cltK-k,  and  at  daylight, 
which  is  about  6,  go  to  the  fields.  At  7  o’ dock 
one  hour  and  a  half  is  given  for  breakfast,  wbidi 
they  sometiiucs  take  in  their  quarteis,  and  always 
cook  for  themselves  the  night  before,  insto.ui  of 
having  it  cooked  !in<l  cairicd  to  them  as  liefore. 
At  noon  they  have  two  hours,  nnd  stop  woik  at 
sundown.  This  is  half  as  niiidi  .again  time  as 
they  had  under  tl.eir  old  m:uiters.  A  weekly  task 
is  assigned  to  each  h  ind-  at  present  the  work  be¬ 
ing  wood-cutting,  it  is  a  cord  a  liay— some  of  the 
hands  do  their  week’s  work  in  four  days,  and  tins 
week  they  fi!:i.-;hcd  in  three.  In  tlie  next  two 
days  they  cut  two  cords  a  day  or  more,  for  wliich 
tficy  get  one  dollar  a  cord  on  hauling  it  out,  and 
they  are  allowed  the  use  of  the  te.nns.  You  will 
^  that  they  thus  produce  thirty-three  per  cent 
more  than  their  task.  It  makes  no  difTerence  to 
Brott,  of  couise.  wlicther  they  do  it  under  their 
task  or  as  extra  work.  He  has  to  pay  them  at 
any  rate.  But  an  extra  amount  of  muscle  is  ac¬ 
tually  made  available,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  profits  on  tliat  work,  which  on  the  wiwd  arc 
one  hundred  and  lifty  per  cent.,  more  than  cjun- 
terbalance  the  advanl.agu  wliich  the  slaveholder 
possessed  in  Laving  Uio  labor  gratuitously,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  risk  and  expense  of  such  gratuitous 
labor.”
